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A WEAKENED CONSTITUTION? 


URING the past few years a lack of policy and direction has forced the 

Royal Institute of British Architects—against wiser counsels within and 
without—into a succession of hasty, costly decisions intended to placate unrest 
among younger members. The measures failed and brought the Institute to 
the brink of bankruptcy. The imposition of even larger subscriptions made 
an angry General Meeting in May demand a reconsideration of financial 
policy and a reorganised Council elected partly on a regional basis and entirely 
by postal ballot. 

At a Special General Meeting to be held in January the Honorary Treasurer, 
Mr. E. D. JEFFERISS MATHEWS, will make a statement on the financial situa- 
tion, and an interim provisional (sic) report on the constitution of the Council 
will be received and discussed. The report has been published and is sum- 
marised on page 950. There is evidently no present intention of publishing 
the Honorary Treasurer’s statement in advance. 

The report does little more than recommend that a reorganised Council 
be elected partly on a regional and entirely by postal ballot—well, almost 
entirely. The reasons it gives or fails to give for making five exceptions are 
interesting. It recommends additionally that the exclusive privileges of Fellows 
be eliminated except for their eligibility for election as President of the 
Institute or as Chairman of the Board of Architectural Education. It recom- 
mends, too, that membership of the Institute should automatically mean 
membership of an Allied Society. The recommendations would seem to 
ensure that the reorganised Council will be truly representative of the majority 
consisting of younger employed members. 

The report goes on to point out that in order that Honorary Officers may 
be elected from the ranks of Associates a Supplemental Charter will be 
required. This will be insufficient. A Council reorganised on the lines pro- 
posed would hardly be concerned with the ‘advancement of architecture.’ 
A new Charter would be required but would be unlikely to be granted. 

The Institute is not yet at the crossroads. The recommendations of the 
report are so nebulous and yet so radical that some years are likely to elapse 
before they or any adaptation of them can be put into effect. 

It is, however, difficult to foresee how the result they forebode may be 
prevented. The Allied Societies may oppose the recommendations since they 
assume the submission of the Societies to some dictation from the Institute. 
But the recommendations do not rely on co-operation from the Societies, since 
regional representatives may be elected without the Societies’ assistance. 
Indeed, this may be the intention of the authors of the report for, under the 
existing arrangements, the Institute diverts to an Allied Society a proportion 
of all the subscriptions it receives from members of the Society. If every 
member of the Institute were automatically a member of a Society, then the 
Institute’s financial position would be further seriously undermined. Perhaps 
Associates’ subscriptions could be raised to the level of Fellows’ to make up 
the loss and to symbolise their equality! 

The industry as a whole must view the development with concern. Once 
the main purpose of the RIBA becomes the status, conditions of employment 
and rewards of the employed assistant, what body will effectively represent 
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the architect who has the responsibility for the design of buildings, the 
administration of a contract, the supervision of work and certification? To 
whom will the Minister of Works turn for advice? To whom (this may be the 
important question) will a public authority make its request for nominations 
of suitable architects for a major project? If the Charter goes, will such 
consultation be with the Royal Institute ? 


BUILDING CONTROL 


HE RIBA Committee on By-laws and Building Regulations, in their obser- 

vations on the Report of the Guest Committee on Building Legislation 
in Scotland, point out that the sections which deal with the machinery of 
building control are of primary concern just now when the time to review the 
Model Building By-laws in England and Wales is drawing near. The guiding 
principles of uniformity and flexibility adopted by the Guest Committee are in 
line with the policy of the RIBA in regard to building control, and indeed 
formed the basis of the evidence submitted by the Royal Institute. There can 
be no doubt that opinion south of the border is no less overwhelmingly in 
favour of a uniform code than it is in Scotland. The advantages in a densely 
populated country in which the profession and the industry no longer confine 
their operations to particular localities are obvious; the full enjoyment of the 
benefits of new techniques and the increasing numbers of materials and com- 
ponents which are manufactured and marketed on a national scale is dependent 
upon the general approval of their employment throughout the country. 

The industry is already familiar through the last Model By-laws with the 
definition of requirements in terms of performance, whereby flexibility can 
be achieved; the retention of these provisions should eliminate all possible 
objections to centrally-made regulations which the RIBA agree to be the most 
effective way of achieving a uniform code, whilst at the same time fully recog- 
nising the difficulties that might be associated with ensuring uniformity in inter- 
pretation and administration. 


We heartily share the strong feelings of the RIBA By-laws Committee that 
the concept of control by centrally-made regulations instead of by by-laws as 
at present merits further study, and urge that no time should be lost in acting 
upon their suggestion that the two countries and the London County Council 
should collaborate to devise some way whereby the same qualities of uniformity 
and flexibility which have been advocated for Scotland should be achieved in 
England and Wales. The RIBA Committee Report is on page 955. 


RESTRICTIVE TRADING AGREEMENTS 


HE intention of the Registrar of Restrictive Trading Agreements shortly 

to issue a notice of reference under the Restrictive Practices Court Rules 
1957 in respect of the agreement of the Birmingham Association of Building 
Trades Employers is a step which need cause little alarm. The Association 
has been selected not because it differs in its constitution from any other 
constituent body of the National Federation, or because of any particular 
practice adopted by its members in trading, but purely as a test case. The 
decisions of the Court would, it is gathered, apply to other associations where 
similar agreements exist. In the case under review the Birmingham Associa- 
tion will have the full backing and support of the National Federation. 

It could well be that the Court may find some trade customs openly in 
force which are outdated or which could afford reason for comment; of these 
the rule which insists on quantities for building work above £4,000 in value 
is one; national daywork schedules could be another. Now that secret 
arrangements on the lines of the London Builders’ Conference have been 
proscribed, it seems unlikely that, in a highly competitive industry such as 
building, there can be much of a restrictive nature on contractors’ part to 
cause excitement. Whether the same can be said of the trade union side is 
another matter which has not as yet been the subject of any statement by 
the Registrar. It can be said that the longer heads in all branches of the 
industry would be at one in wishing to see cleared away all practices, on 


whatever side, that result in restricting production. Such practices are the 
biggest threat to full employment 
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Notes of the Week 


The New Planning Bill 

MONG local councils there is con- 

siderable speculation and concern at 
the effects on town planning of the Bill 
now before Parliament. The main pur- 
pose of the Bill is to provide that public 
authorities pay ‘market value’ for land 
they acquire. 

But, it is being asked, will the Bill make 
planning ineffective? Will the removal of 
a relative injustice between owners selling 
land to public and private developers lead 
to greater injustice between landowners 
and the community? The value of land 
depends directly on the use which plan- 
ning permits. Is it fair that the increase 
in value caused by planning should be 
reaped in full by the owner? 

To discuss the Bill and the many prob- 
lems it throws up, a special conference 
on the subject has been arranged by the 
Town and Country Planning Association 
for January 6 next at Caxton Hall, SWI. 
Four acknowledged experts will speak. 
The subject is of great importance. The 
conference will be attended by 300 people. 
Help Needed 


Most voluntary organisations, especi- 
ally those associated with the arts, seem 
to suffer from a chronic insufficiency of 
funds. Some of the smaller ones exist on 
incomes which are trivial in relation to 
the work they undertake. Although in 
receipt of a Treasury grant, the National 
Buildings Record, for example, whose 17th 
annual report, 1957-58, is just issued. 
could not, until a recent grant of £1,000 
by the Trustees of the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, afford even a darkroom or the 
photographic equipment essential to its 
work. The current report of the SPAB 
shows that its total income for 1957 was 
£2,113 and that running expenses exceeded 
this by £2,275. The interim report of the 
Georgian Group, 1958, can do no more 
than state that if membership subscrip 
tions continue their steady increase there 
should not be a deficit for more than a 
few years. Except for generous voluntary 
aid it could hardly continue. 

_ For anyone with spare cash who needs 
(in the words of Sir Colin Anderson in 
his admirable address to the Georgian 
Group) * something solid and understand- 
able’ to support, no cause is more worthy 
of consideration than the protection and 
recording of our fine architectural herit- 
age, never perhaps more endangered than 
it is at present.

Ernie for Building ? 


AFTER THE PUNCH-CARD QUANTITY 
SURVEYOR Comes the computing engineer. 
The industry is to hear about the latter 
invention on December 17 when one of 
the great steel companies will demonstrate 
in London a computer by whose use * the 
design of steel floor structures is carried 
out fifty times faster than by the conven- 
tional manual computation.” This now 
means, it is said, that the design of a floor 
framework can be completed within two 
days of receiving floor plans. We await 
with interest the further details of this 
contribution to the one-week working year 
in the hope that any application to news- 
paper work may also be outlined. 


Reducing Advertisement ‘Clutter’ 


A FURTHER meeting took place on Octo- 
ber 21 between Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, and representatives of industry, 
commerce, advertising interests and local 
authority and amenity associations to 
examine the feasibility of a voluntary 
code of standards to reduce advertise- 
ment ‘clutter’ on business premises. By 
‘clutter’ is meant displays of advertise- 
ments which are excessive and badly sited. 

The Minister expressed the hope that a 
voluntary code would merge quickly, 
and would lessen the magnitude of the 
problem in the country. The administra- 
tive burden on local authorities could 
thereby be greatly reduced, leaving the

statutory regulations to cover examples 
of non-compliance and marginal cases. 

The Outdoor Advertising Industry 
Advisory Committee, led by Lord Luke, 
said they were confident that member 
associations would subscribe to an instru- 
ment which they themselves had helped 
to create. Both local authority associa 
tions and the Council for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England argued that a code 
could not replace the existing regulations, 
which in their view needed tightening. 

The committee undertook to prepare a 
draft code of standards in consultation 
with the shopkeepers and other allied inte- 
rests. There would then be full discus- 
sion with technical advisers of the loca! 
authority associations. The committee 
hoped that by next Whitsuntide the code 
would have been examined by the local 
authority associations, amenity organisa- 
tions and others involved, and would then 
be shown to the Minister. 

Whatever may be the administrative 
conveniences of a voluntary code it is to 
be hoped that this will not be made the 
excuse for not taking the often drastic 
action that is clearly needed to remove 
the eyesore of much bad outdoor adver- 
tising. From bitter experience, architects 
are likely to support the view of the local 
authorities and the CPRE that the exist- 
ing regulations need tightening up, what- 
ever may be agreed by way of a volun- 
tary code. 


Threats to Historic Buildings 


CONCERN that the British Transport 
Commission should have ‘so little regard 
for buildings of historic interest’ is 
expressed in the annual report of the Lin- 
colnshire Local History Society. In this 
connection, the decay of Sibthorpe House, 
Lincoln, and the proposed demolition of 
Red Hall at Bourne, are mentioned. The 
report says it is important to stimulate a 
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pride in ownership of buildings of unique 
character. 

It adds: * The partial destruction of a 
Roman wall might have been avoided if 
the owners had originally been told they 
were happy possessors of something 
unique in their neighbourhood.” 

The report records the presentation of 
a certificate in respect of the restoration 
of Hoyle’s five-sailed mill at Alford. 


Imperial College Commemoration 

THERE ARE 2,580 students at the 
Imperial College of Science and Tech- 
nology this session, of whom 1,650 are 
undergraduates and 930 postgraduates. 
This was announced recently by Dr. 
R. P. Linstead, Rector of the College, 
at the annual Commemoration Day cere- 
mony held in the Royal Albert Hall, at 
which Lord Bridges was the Special 
Visitor. The College plan for expansion, 
made some years ago, set a total of 2,550 
students as the target for 1959/60, and 
the College is therefore one year ahead 
of its plan numerically. 

The first stage of the very large new 
engineering block (on which a unique 
experiment in structural behaviour is 
being conducted by the Civil Engineering 
Department) is going forward. The new 
Physics building in Prince Consort-road 
is also in course of construction. Both 
should be completed by the end of 1959. 
Weeks Hall, the first new Hall of Resi- 
dence, made possible by the generosity of 
Vickers Limited, is under construction in 
Prince’s-gardens and will be ready for 
occupation next session. Site clearance 
on the South and East sides of Prince’s- 
gardens is under way: approval has been 
given to build on the South side four 
Halls of Residence and new refectories; 
building is expected to start in the 
summer of 1959 


European Housing Trends 

THE SIXTH REPORT in a Series of annual 
surveys of European Housing Trends and 
Policies, issued by the Secretariat of the 
Economic Commission for Europe of the 
United Nations, deals with the year 1957 
and includes chapters on the availability 
of resources, building costs and prices, 
changes in housing policy, and the present 
housing situation and future prospects. 
There is aiso a section on house-building 
programmes in Eastern and Western 
Europe, undertaken by specialist rappor- 
teurs, Mr. A. Andrzejewski (Poland) 
and Mr. L. Bjérk (Sweden). The report 
is obtainable, price 3s. from the UN, 
Palais des Nations, Geneva, Switzerland. 


The British Council 

THE ANNUAL REPORT of the British 
Council, 1957-58, states that since the war 
the council has arranged programmes for 
more than 50,000 professional visitors 
from overseas studying British develop- 
ments and achievements. In 1957-58 the 
yeariy number doubled to nearly 5,000, 
though for some unexplained reason the 
proportion studying the arts and humani- 
ties fell from 32 to 12.9 per cent. The 
council’s gross expenditure rose to 
£3,867,899, of which £3,378,271 was voted 
by Parliament, and £489,628 came from 
earnings. The report is issued from 65 
Davies-street, London, W.1.

He annual dinner-dance of the 
Society was held at the Royal Vic- 
toria Hotel, Sheffield, on November 13. 

The Master Cutler, Mr. J. HUGH NEILL, 
proposing the toast of the society, said that 
Sheffield’s post-war buildings, with very few 
exceptions, were dull and unimaginative. 
‘Schools and housing estates show some 
imagination, but there is still very little that 
is exciting.” 

He went on to add that there was little use 
made of new materials available or of shape 
and proportion, and of the natural features 
of the city. ‘It seems to me the answer must 
lie in less restriction and more enterprise on 
the part of those who are paying the bills, 
and greater salesmanship on the part of the 
architects to persuade the client to accept 
better, orderly designs.’ , 

In his reply, Mr. N. H. Fow er, vice- 
president of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, said there was a dearth of good 
building in Sheffield. The city was worse 
than Leeds in the drab outlook it presented 
to people approaching it through Wadsley 
Bridge and Neepsend. He added, ‘ From 
what I have seen in Sheffield in recent years 
there is no doubt in my mind that the archi- 
tects are making a worthwhile contribution 
to the appearance of the city.’ 

ALDERMAN J. W. STERLAND, chairman of 
Sheffield Town Planning Committee, stated 
that the city had three problems after the 
war—building factories and houses, and 








rebuilding the city centre. Since then 17,000 
houses had been built by the city, 5,000 by 
private enterprise, and a total of 6,200 flats 
would eventually be provided in Park Hill 
and Netherthorpe. 

Mr. S. E. Shepherd, president of the 
society, presented a travelling case to Mr. 
J. Mansel Jenkinson who has retired after 
being treasurer for 20 years.

as a Partial Limited Liability 
Company 
Some Analysis of Problems Involved 
By Our SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT 


HE recent announcement by the 
Architects Registration Council of 
the United Kingdom (ARCUK) concern- 
ing an architect practising partially in the 
form of a limited liability company poses 
certain questions in regard to its practical 
application and professional ethics. 
The most important part of the 
announcement (see The Builder of 
October 24) is that no alteration has 
been made to Principle 5 of the Code 
which prohibits an architect from carry- 
ing on his practice in the form of a 
limited company. What the announce- 
ment does permit is the formation of a 
limited liability company to service the 
architect with accemmodation, stationery, 
office equipment and motor-cars. To 
decide whether this is or is not splitting 
hairs is necessary to analyse the work- 
ings of such an arrangement. 


Building Up a Reserve 


The object of forming such a company 
is not, as has been stated in the reports 
of the ARCUK Council Meeting, merely 
that of tax evasion. It would be more 
true to say that it is to utilise profits more 
equally. A partnership can only put 
money into reserve to meet its possible 
future liabilities after it has paid both 
income tax and surtax. Owing to the 
very nature of architectural practice the 
profits made from year to year fluctuate 
violentiy and in a good year heavy 
surtax has to be paid, thus drastically 
reducing the possibilities of building up a 
reserve. 

In the case of a limited liability service 
company, however, the architect pays 
over a given sum every year by way of 
rental to the company, which may mean 
that in lean years the architect shows a 
loss, as the rental charged will be on the 
high side, though there are dangers if it 
is made too high. The service company 
will meet its current liabilities and show 
a profit. Unlike the partnership the com- 
pany profit is not liable to income tax 
until it is distributed by way of dividend. 
Having paid income tax on its profit the 
company may decide not to distribute 
anything, but to put it all into reserve to 
meet its future expected liabilities. 

_It will, of course, be necessary to con- 
vince the tax inspector that the amount 
put into reserve is commensurate with the 
possible future liabilities of the company. 
It will be appreciated that the amount 
required by a firm of architects will be 
considerably smaller than, say, by a 
manufacturer who has to replace machi- 
nery costing many thousands of pounds. 
It would be very wrong to assume that 
the amount which the service company 
would be allowed to put into reserve for 
premises, equipment and transport would 
be astronomical, 

In the event, however, of the service 
company charging an exorbitant rent and 


thereby making a profit considerably 
larger than any conceivably legitimate 
reserve, they will either have to distri- 
bute the profits voluntarily or they will 
be directed to do so. Should they volun- 
tarily distribute the profits, then surtax 
will have to be paid as well as a distri- 
buted profits tax at a flat rate of 10 per 
cent (under a Socialist Government this 
might be 30 per cent). If they refuse to 
distribute any profits then the Special 
Commissioners may issue a Surtax Direc- 
tion dictating the amount that is to be 
distributed. In this instance surtax Is 
payable, but not distributed profits tax, 
though there is the risk that the amount 
directed to be distributed would be 
greater than would have been distributed 
if it had been done voluntarily. 

It will thus be seen that the only advan- 
tage obtained is the ability to put into 
reserve sufficient money out of profits 
which have been subject only to income 
tax to cover future liabilities such as 
provision for buying a new lease or new 
drawing office equipment. The saving is 
therefore only on surtax and only on a 
comparatively small portion of the archi- 
tect’s profits. 

The inherent weakness of professional 
partnerships is that they are unable to 
build up sufficient reserves, with a result 
that is only too obvious in architects’ 
offices. With a few exceptions, the work- 
ing conditions are cramped and equip- 
ment far from first class. The objects 
behind the formation of a service com- 
pany must from a practical point of view 
be considered to be in the general 
interests of the profession, but it must be 
appreciated that small firms are unlikely 
to benefit enormously and that consider- 
able expense will probably be incurred in 
the necessary formalities involved in 
forming such a new company. 


Ethical Problems Involved 


What are the ethical problems? The 
traditional concept of the professional 
man who does not limit his liability to 
his client is based on the personal rela- 
tionship which exists between himself and 
his client. The client is presumed to place 
his trust in the professional man because 
the latter is his own master and all that 
he possesses is pledged against his pro- 
fessional reputation. In practice how 
does this stand up to examination? 

An architect may enter into partner- 
ship with other architects or even with 
another person who is not an architect. 
The personal relationship is maintained, 
but: the action of one partner is very 
much affected by the views of the other 
partners acting as a corporate body. 
Would there be any difference in their 
attitude to their clients if they acted as a 
corporate body of directors instead of 
partners? The client is unable to tell 
whether the building in which the archi- 
tect works is heavily mortgaged or not, 
or whether the car he drives is bought 
under a hire purchase agreement or not. 
The personal possessions of the architect 
may or may not be of value, but under 
the existing onerous taxation they are 
unlikely to be very great. : 

Under present-day conditions it does 
look as if the traditional concept is some- 
what strained. Nevertheless, through the 
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Code of Practice it is outwardly held that 
these concepts are valid. But now that 
ARCUK has found that it can do nothing 
to stop the formation of the limited 
liability service company, has not the 
front which the architect holds out to his 
client been so shot to pieces as to become 
completely bogus? Has the time not 
arrived when the whole question of a 
professional man acting as a limited 
liability company should be searchingly 
reviewed? 

If the architect acted in this way would 
the client not then be better informed as 
to the assets of the architect? Would 
there be any difference between the stand- 
ing of an architect after he has acted 
improperly and been successfully sued for 
everything he possesses including his 
home, and the architect who, acting in a 
similar fashion, has been successfully 
sued for all his assets but left with his 


home? In either instance it would depend . 


on the size of his indemnity policy as to 
the extent of his financial embarrassment. 
It would not be lack of money but lack 
of standing as an architect that would 
prevent him from carrying on his prac- 
tice. 

Should Staff be Excluded? 


If, however, this somewhat unhappy 
marriage of ethical concepts and partial 
limiting of liability is to be permitted, it 
seems illogical to prohibit the service 
company from employing the staff. It 
seems strange to contend that an archi- 
tect acting as a partner is going to behave 
differently towards his staff when he is 
acting as a director. At the slightest 
recession in an office, staff are forced to 
leave as there is nothing for them to do, 
whereas if an adequate reserve had been 
accumulated they could be employed on 
research, development or competition 
projects to the ultimate advantage of both 
the individual and the office as a whole. 

Perhaps the concept of being an archi- 
tect and a director at one and the same 
time is incompatible—a question of try- 
ing to divide numbers of apples by num- 
bers of pears. The facts in favour of it 
being possible, however, are cogent, and 
those against more difficult and elusive 
to define. Are the objections valid or are 
they a sentimental clinging to outmoded 
concepts? This is a problem which is 
engaging the attention of many profes- 
sions from writers and artists to solici- 
tors and doctors, and the architectural 
profession must not adopt an ostrich-like 
attitude to this very important matter. 


OBITUARY 


J. H. Farrar, ARCA 


THE DEATH has taken place at the age of 
71 of Mr. Joseph Henry Farrar (until 1952 
when he retired) head of the Historic 
Records section of the London County 
Council, where he was responsible for com- 
pilation of lists of buildings of historic and 
architectural interest. 

Mr. Farrar received his architectural train- 
ing at the Leeds Schoo! of Architecture, at 
the Royal College of Art and in the office 
of his father, R. Fielding Farrar. He 
lectured for a time at the School of Architec- 
ture, Cambridge, and after service in the 
1914-18 war, joined the Architect's Depart 
ment of the LCC in 1920.

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HIS single-storey house will shortly be added to the 
range of buildings supplied by the manufacturer to the 
home market and for export. The house will be fabricated 
in the factory and supplied packaged for erection on site. 
Modular construction allows for variation in external 
and internal dimensions ; components can be extended 
by using multiples of a basic unit. It is in effect a shell, 
itself variable in size, with an inside area divisible into 
rooms by partitioning. Certain basic designs will be 
available presenting the standard construction to its best 
advantage and giving the benefit of the lowest prices. 
Alternative forms of internal partitioning will be available 
at different prices. 

The prototype house shows an application of one of a 
complete range of structures. These may be used for 
homes and for other domestic-type buildings, such as 
hospital and office accommodation. 

The prototype building is 40 ft. long with a 24 ft. span 
and 9 ft. to eaves. These dimensions can be varied so 
that the building can be of any length, and the width can 
be from 24 ft. to 32 ft. in 4 ft. units. 

The basic wall construction is a composition panel with 
insulation infilling. The walls are designed in conjunction 
with an aluminium framework. The overall insulation is 
suited to great extremes of climate, giving a value more 
than twice as effective as an 11 in. brick cavity wall. The

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roof is of stressed skin construction, using specially 
designed aluminium sheeting which is carried beyond the 
eaves on both sides of the house to form covered verandahs. 
Special curved sheets are used at the roof apex. 

The rooms of the prototype building comprise an 
L-shaped lounge and dining annexe, a large kitchen, two 
bedrooms, bathroom, separate toilet and a large hallway. 
Both bedrooms and hallway contain built-in cupboards. 
Insulated backings to ceilings are provided to vary in 
accordance with climate, and the floor may also be made 
of various materials. 

The installation of complete prefabricated plumbing and 
electrical systems is included in the house. All sanitary 
ware, sinks and similar fitments are included at prices 
varying with the quality called for without changing the 
piping installation. 

A house similar to the prototype, complete with pre- 
fabricated plumbing, electrical installations and a carport, 
will cost £1,400 fob. Provision has been made for colour 
finishes to give individuality to a standard product. 
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REVISING THE RIBA CONSTITUTION 


Interim Provisional Report of Constitutional Committee 


The first interim report of the Constitutional Committee of the RIBA, presented to 


Council on November 4, is now published. 


The Committee of 16, which has sat 


under the chairmanship of Mr. Cleeve Barr, ARIBA, has made recommendations 
which will be discussed at an extraordinary general meeting on January 6. 


Terms of Reference 


A PROPOSAL to set up the Committee 
was originally approved by the Council 
at their meeting on April 15, 1958, the 
task being to carry out a full review of 
the structure and finances of Allied 
Societies and their constitutional position 
in relation to the RIBA. However, fol- 
lowing upon the Annual General Meet- 
ing in May, 1958, the Committee’s tasks 
were redefined in the following form: 


(a) Review of the constitution of Allied 
Societies in relation to the RIBA, 
including a survey of the current 
financial arrangements. 


(b) Review of the constitution of the 
RIBA Council in the light of the 
motion passed at the annual general 
meeting requesting the Council to 
initiate and prosecute such action 
as is necessary to ensure that: 

(i) Honorary Officers (other than 
the President and past Presi- 
dents who are directly elected, 
shall be appointed only from 
elected members of Council. 

(ii) All members of Council who 
shall be entitled to vote shall 
be elected by postal ballot—this 
being organised in the case of 
regional representatives locally 
by the Allied Societies. 

(c) Revision of the By-laws. In addi- 


tion to proposing any consequential 
revisions to the By-laws arising 
from recommendations the Com- 
mittee may make in regard to the 
constitution of the Council, it has 
also been left to them to examine 
suggestions in regard to the machi- 
nery for requisitioning a referen- 
dum and for requisitioning specia! 
general meetings. 


Summary of Recommendations 


(1) In the United Kingdom member- 
ship of the appropriate provincial 
Allied Society to be automatic on 
corporate membership of the RIBA. 
Students RIBA on election’ to 
become members of the appropriate 
Allied Society, but without voting 
powers in RIBA elections. 

(2) Members of Council should be 

elected in part nationally by the 

general body of members both at 
home and overseas, and in part 
regionally in the United Kingdom 
through United Kingdom Allied 

Societies. 

National nominations should be 

drawn from the RIBA Council or 

made by any seven individual mem- 
bers as at present. Regional nomina- 
tions should be drawn from the 

Allied Societies’ Councils or made 

by any seven individual members in 

the appropriate area. Voting and 
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the right of nomination should be 


restricted to corporate members of 
the RIBA. 

(4) There should be no differentiation 
by classes of membership or cate- 
gories of employment or occupation. 

(5) All members of Council should 
serve for three years and should be 
elected by postal ballot. 

(6) The Council should be no larger 
than it now is. 

(7) The present provision by which a 
member of Council may not serve 
continuously for more than six years 
should be retained, subject to a 
special provision as recommenda- 
tion (11) under. 

(8) The Chairman of the Allied 
Societies’ Conference to be ex-officio 
a Vice-President, RIBA, as at pre- 
sent. 

(9) The two Vice-Presidents already 
members of Council to continue to 
be appointed by the Council as at 
present. 

(10 The Council to retain the power to 
appoint a fourth Vice-President in 
special circumstances from outside 
the elected membership of the Coun- 
cil as at present. 

(1!) The Honorary Secretary and the 
Honorary Treasurer to be appointed 
by the Council from amongst elected 
members of Council or those who, 
having just completed a six-year term 
of office, would otherwise be de- 
barred from service in the current 
year. (See recommendation (7).) 

(12) In future, there should be no restric- 
tion as to the class of membership 
of Honorary Officers other than the 
President. 

(13) The representation of the Architec- 
tural Association on the Council to 
be continued under the same condi- 
tions as at present. 

(14) The representation of the Associa- 
tion of Building Technicians on the 
Council to be discontinued. 

(15) The representation of the Salaried 
and Official Architects Committee by 
two members on the Council to be 
discontinued.

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(16) The Chairmen of the RIBA Regis- 
tration Committee and the Board of 
Architectural Education to continue 
to be ex-officio members of Council, 
the former appointment not to be 
restricted by class of membership, 
but the latter to remain restricted 
to the class of Fellows. 

(17) No other ex-officio appointments to 
be made to the Council. 

(18) All corporate members RIBA resi- 
dent overseas to have a vote in the 
national section of the Council elec- 
tion. 

(19) The Institute should work towards 
a federal relationship with the Com- 
monwealth Allied Societies and 
should try to evolve some form of 
Federal Consultative Council. 

(20) In the meantime, the existing provi 
sions be continued by which the five 
senior Allied Societies overseas 
appoint their Presidents as members 
of the RIBA Council with deputies 
in the United Kingdom, but with the 
modification that these deputies be 
selected only from already elected 
members of Council. 

(21) A Commonwealth and Overseas 
Committee to be formed to watch 
the interests of overseas Allied 
Societies and to consider further 
development of the principle of a 
Federal Council. Representatives of 
overseas Societies who may be visit- 
ing the United Kingdom should be 
invited to take part in the meetings 
of this Committee. 

The report, which is printed in full 
in the Journal RIBA for December, 
amplifies the summary of recommenda- 
tions. On the subject of representation 
of Allied Societies overseas, for 
instance, it says: 
Representation of Overseas Allied 

Societies 

There is a large number of architects 
of British nationality practising in Com- 
monwealth countries not members of the 
RIBA nor qualified for membership, 
though fully qualified in their own 
country and for membership of their own 
Allied Society. Apart from sentiment, 
they will have no especial attachment to 
the RIBA nor particular claim for a say 
in its affairs. The following table shows 
the proportions of members and _ non- 
members RIBA in the Overseas Allied 
Societies :

HE clients wished to concentrate their activities at 

their existing works, where stocks of scaffolding are 
maintained and welded tubular structures of all kinds are 
designed and fabricated. 

The offices had to be built with a minimum of disruption 
to the works traffic circulation and, in order to economise 
in space required for building plant and material, * dry’ 
construction was used where possible. 

The plan takes the form of a * T* with a main entrance 
near the centre of the crossbar and a yard entrance on 
the side of the stem. Each entrance leads into a lobby 
from which stairs rise to the first floor. The main entrance 
hall also contains a reception office and is furnished so 
as to act as a waiting room. All the toilets are grouped 
around the core formed by the boiler house. The stair- 
cases are well lit as the bays which contain them are fully 
glazed without the exposed aggregate panels used generally. 


Among the accommodation provided is an internal 
court which is paved in a decorative manner and contains 
some outdoor furniture, concrete flower pots, etc. There 
is also a roof garden on the first floor. The concrete frame 
of the building has been left open for the last two bays 
to the right of the main entrance. 


There is a simple canopy cantilevered out above the 





main entrance, and the glazed screen of the entrance hall 
is set back from the general line of the front elevation so 
that a useful covered porch is formed. 

The columns and exterior beams are pre-cast with a 
crushed Cornish granite exposed face. They are joined 
with metal connectors. The floor beams of pre-stressed 
* Myko’ span 26ft. and are spaced at 2 ft. centres to take 
standard 2 in. thick wood-wool slabs as permanent 
shuttering for the in-situ topping of 2in. This determined 
a column spacing of 6 ft. and gave considerable flexibility 
for the spacing of office partitioning, which was the 
clients’ requirement. 

The ground floor slab is cast in-situ and the roof is 
designed as a wet roof and is laid flat with patent 
waterproofing. 

A finish requiring a minimum amount of maintenance 
was required. The infilling panels between the columns 
and beams are pre-cast concrete panels finished with a 
heavy aggregate, and special aluminium windows. 

End walls are 11 in. cavity brickwork, faced in second- 
hand London stocks. 

As much freedom for re-arrangement of office space as 
possible has been allowed. A centre core of brickwork 
contains the boiler house. No other walls are load-bearing 
and there are no exposed beams.

The walls are plastered and painted. The ceilings are 
distempered fibre board fixed direct to the ‘ Myko ’ beams, 
thus giving a flat surface with no projecting beams. 


Floors generally are concrete covered with sheet 
linoleum, except in the toilets which are surfaced with 
quarry tiles. 

All services are of normal traditional practice. There 
is an oil-fired boiler providing low pressure central heating 
and hot water. 


Construction was completed in ten months.

The Future of Quantity Surveying 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—With reference to your editorial 

on the above subject (The Builder 
last week), in suggesting criticism of the 
tenor of the QS Triennial Conference, 
you say that quantity surveyors are 
inclined to forget that their * principal 
reason for existence is to prepare accurate 
bills in such a way as to produce accurate 
tenders.” 

On the contrary, rather than forgetting, 
it is precisely because certain members are 
very much aware of this * principal reason’ 
that they are attempting to broaden the base 
of our activities and extend the scope of our 
function. If the need for bills of quantities 
disappeared overnight—and in these days of 
sputniks and the all-in service, this is not 
such an impossibility—-where would we be 
then? 

In any case, this ability to prepare bills 
of quantities is not in itself sufficient to 
justify our existence as a profession, We 
also have a duty to society to make the 
utmost contribution towards the solution of 
the problems besetting the industry we serve 

to say nothing of the problems society 
itself has in getting what it wants from the 
building industry. To achieve all this means 
a continual advancement of knowledge on 
the part of the profession, looking far beyond 
the parochial confines of preparing bills of 
quantities. This in turn means attracting to 
our ranks men who believe in this principle 
and have the intellectual ability and educa- 
tional background to initiate the necessary 
momentum towards this end. It is this sort 
of thinking which led to so much discussion 
at the Conference on entry qualifications, 
education and training.

13 Amp Plugs 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—In The Builder of November 14, 
Mr. G. Honeybell asks if anyone can 
suggest why !3-amp plugs are always 


fitted with a 13-amp fuse by the manu- 
facturers. The answer is, I think, that 
they are not asked for plugs with lower 
rated fuses sufficiently often by whole- 
salers and retailers. One well-known 
manufacturer lists as separate items plugs 
with 13-, 10-, 5- and 2-amp fuses respec- 
tively. They can be ordered in any of 
these varieties, as separate catalogue 
numbers are given for them. There is, 
of course, no difference in price. 

In my experience a retailer will change a 
13-amp fuse to one of lower value on request 
but if he is simply asked for a ‘ 13-amp 
fused plug’ he will normally supply just 
that! Only one firm that I know of will ask 
what size of fuse you need and, as one 
might expect, this is a reliable firm of elec 
trical contractors. The only common port 
able domestic appliance requiring a 13-amp 
fuse is a 3 kW. fire, and this is much less 
frequently used than the 1 kW. and 2 kW. 
types. If retailers sold plugs supplied with 
5-amp fuses as standard, they would cover 
the majority of appliances with a greater 
margin of safety than obtains at present with 
the indiscriminate sale of 13-amp_ fuses. 
Larger or smaller fuses could then be fitted 
on request. 

I am afraid it would need much persua- 
sion to sell this idea to retailers, however. 
For them the 13-amp fuse is quite literally 
the line of least resistance!

IR,—The representative of the electric 

cleaner firm referred to in Mr. 
Holden’s letter (The Builder of November 
21) has my sympathies. It is unfortunate 
that few people realise that the fuse in 
the 13-amp plug is there for safety reasons 
and the smallest rating of fuse that will 
carry the current used by the appliance 
should always be fitted. 

For non-technical readers, a safe rule is 
to use 13-amp for 2- and 3-kilowatt electric 
radiators, 7-amp for 1I-kilowatt radiators and 
electric irons, and 3-amp for wireless, televi- 
sion, fans, lights, ete. The makers of wash- 
ing machines and refrigerators usually state 
in their literature the size of fuse necessary. 
I think it would be sensible if 13-amp plugs 
were sold without fuses fitted, but with an 
instruction sheet, listing the correct size of 
fuse to use,

AGREEMENTS 
Birmingham Builders ‘ A Test Case’ 

HE Registrar of Restrictive Trading 

Agreements is charged under Sec- 
tion 1(2) of the Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Act, 1956, with the duty of taking 
proceedings before the Restrictive Prac- 
tices Court in respect of agreements 
registered under that Act. The NFBTE 
learns that in pursuance of this duty he 
proposes shortly to cause a Notice of 
Reference to be issued under the Restric- 
tive Practices Court Rules, 1957, in 
respect of the agreement of the Birming- 
ham Association of Building Trades 
Employers. 

The ‘agreement’ comprises all those 
documents which have been registered under 
the Act by the Birmingham Association, and 
these include all agreements issued by the 
National Federation or the Midland Federa 
tion which are imported by reference into 
the Constitution of the Birmingham Associa 
tion, 


Decisions Applicable to Others 


The NFBTE is informed that the Regis 
trar has selected the Birmingham Associa- 
tion by way of a ‘test case’ and whatever 
may be decided will in due course become 
applicable to other associations where 
similar agreements exist. Under Section 
21(1) of the Act the onus is placed on the 
respondents to show to the satisfaction of 
the Court that the registered Agreements 
are not contrary to the public interest 
because they come within the statutory 
exceptions. 

The Council of the NFBTE has expressed 
its whole-hearted support for the Birming 
ham Association in this matter and has 
agreed to co-operate with the Association 
in all matters necessary for the conduct of 
proceedings.

Regulations Before Parliament 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on November 
25 laid before Parliament the Local 
Government Commission Regulations, 
1958. 

These Regulations, which require an affir- 
mative resolution in each House before they 
can take effect, are made under section 36 of 
the Local Government Act, 1958. They con- 
tain guidance for the two Local Government 
Commissions—one for England (outside 
Greater London) and one for Wales. 

The task of these Commissions is to review 
and propose any necessary changes in the 
numbers and boundaries of counties and 
county boroughs; and the English Commis- 
sion also has the responsibility of recom- 
mending whether special arrangements are 
needed in the five provincial conurbations 
( special review areas’). 

The Regulations list a number of factors 
and questions to which the Commissions will 
be required to have regard when carrying 
out their reviews and before coming to thei! 
conclusions. ?

RIBA’s Observations on Committee’s Report 


The Royal Institute of British Architects have now published the observa- 
tions of the RIBA Committee on By-laws and Building Regulations on the 


Report of the Committee on Building Legislation in Scotland. 


The text of 


the RIBA Committee's remarks is as follows: 


Tee Report of the Committee on 
Building Legislation in Scotland is 
the result of three-and-a-half years’ work 
on the part of the Committee, in the 
course of which it reviewed the whole 
field of building control. Beginning with 
a brief historical survey the report goes 
on to consider the purpose and scope of 


building control and the machinery 
whereby it can, in the opinion of the 


Committee, best be exercised. Although 
particularly concerned with building con- 
trol in Scotland—and much of the report 
deals with administration peculiar to that 
country—the problems confronting the 
Scottish Committee are common through- 
out the whole of Great Britain and many 
of the principles on which the recommen- 
dations of the report are based are of 
general application. 

Interesting though the historical sur- 
vey with which the report opens is in 
itself, we are only concerned here with 
the conclusion that the Committee draws 
from a review of the present position. 
This conclusion is expressed in the 
report in a neat piece of metaphor: ‘It 
soon became apparent to us, therefore, 
that the old patchwork quilt of building 
law was not only full of holes and frayed 
at the edges: it only covered part of the 
bed. We needed little convincing that 
the time had come for it to be discarded 
in favour of a full-sized bedcover in con- 
temporary style.” Although in England 
and Wales we have by-laws, based on the 
Model issued by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, that are very 


much in advance of anything we had for- 
merly, our building law, too, is very much

a patchwork quilt and in many respects 
out of date. 

The purpose and scope of building con- 
trol present some difficult questions. 
Although building control goes back to 
a much earlier date, our present system 
stems from the Public Health Acts of the 
latter half of last century which, as their 
title implies, were aimed primarily at 
safe-guarding the health of the public. 
The public in this context can be taken 
aS meaning the occupants of a building 
and anyone else who might be in any way 
affected by its existence. 

Many provisions of our building legis- 
lation today, however, go farther than 
just that; perhaps only incidentally to 
ensuring public health and safety (which 
latter has been consciously added since 
the earlier Acts came into force), or per- 
haps with deliberate intention. We can, 
therefore, ask ourselves whether build- 
ing control should stop at the barest mini- 
mum necessary for health and safety, or 
whether it is proper that it should go 
farther and take account of matters that, 
as a result of changes in our social out- 
look and in our economic circumstances, 
are of more importance today than they 
were a hundred years ago. 

To what extent, for instance, should 
comfort supplement the bare needs of 
health? The stage at which the loss of 
heat from a dwelling will create condi- 
tions adverse to health is far removed 
from what would be considered today as 
a desirable environment for living in. 
Economics enter the picture here, too. 
The degree of thermal insulation in the 
outer structure of a dwelling house neces- 
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sary to reduce heat loss in order to bring 
within reasonable bounds the cost of pro- 
viding adequate warmth for comfort, and 
to conserve national resources in fuel, is 
much higher than that needed on the 
score of health alone. Should these, and 
other factors of like nature, be taken into 
account in building control? In other 
words, should people who erect buildings 
be compelled to take them into account 
or shouid such things be left to their good 
sense and judgment? 

After a careful weighing of the argu- 
ments for and against, the Committee 
came to conclusions which are sum- 
marised in the report thus: 


* Building control should be exercised 
in the interests of public health and safety, 
with the national economy as a qualifying 
consideration. 

It is no function of building control to 
protect an owner against a builder. 

Ihe siting of a building is a matter for 
planning control. 

The preservation of amenity is not a 
suitable function for building control. 

The main purpose of building control 
is to secure that new buildings are safe 
and sound when erected and are reason 
ably durable: and to provide for dealing 
with buildings which have become a 
danger to health or safety.’ 

The Scottish Committee list the follow- 
ing matters which in their view should be 
the subject of regulation: 

(a) the preparation of sites; 

(b) strength and stability; 

(c) structural fire precautions: (i) resis- 
tance to the outbreak and spread of fire, 
(ii) means of escape from fire; 

(d) resistance to moisture; 


(e) resistance to the transmission of 
heat; 
(f) resistance to the transmission of 
sound; 


(g) durability; 

(h) resistance to infestation; 

(i) drainage; 

(j) ventilation; 

(k) day lighting; 

(1) heating and artificial light sources; 

(m) equipment, facilities and accommo- 
dation;

This goes much farther than anything 
so far done in England and Wales. 

Of primary concern just now, when the 
time to review the Model Building 
By-laws for use in England and Wales is 
drawing near, is the machinery of build- 
ing control. The report of the Scottish 
Committee has much to say on this sub- 
ject, which it divides into two parts: 
‘how to construct the machinery of con- 
trol and how to make it work.’ These 
the Committee regarded as * the principal 
questions for us, since the details of the 
building code are, we have concluded, for 
others to decide.” Uniformity and flexi- 
bility were adopted as guiding principles 
and their detailed examination takes up 
much of the report. These quaiities have 
been, and are still, the basis of the 
RIBA’s policy with regard to building 
control and were stressed in the evidence 
that the Institute submitted to the Scot- 
tish Committee. 


Scottish Diversity of Control 


The Committee found in Scotland a 
much greater diversity of building control 
than exists today in England and Wales, 
so it is not surprising that it found * the 
evidence we received was overwhelming-y 
in favour of a uniform code throughout 
the country.” The most potent reason 
given for supporting the evidence is no 
less true for England and Wales: * For 
builders, designers and suppliers of 
materials who do business in the areas 
of more than one local authority, the 
advantages of a uniform code are 
obvious; but the local builder, too, 
stands to benefit from standard buiiding 
requirements. In recent years, building 
has been much less a product of local 
crafts and materials, and much more of 
components which are manufactured and 
marketed on a national scale. It is pos- 
sible that the individual provisions of 
local building requirements may prevent 
a local builder from taking full advantage 
of such products.’ 

To ensure the operation of a uniform 
code throughout the country the Com- 
mittee proposes that it should be laid 
down in regulations made by the Secre- 
tary of State instead of in by-laws made 
by each local authority. It is very true, 
as the Committee states, that ‘the most 
effective way of achieving a uniform code 
is by centrally-made regulations, but 
apart from that there are good reasons, 
peculiar to Scotland, for the preference. 
Although these latter reasons may not 
apply, the application of control in Eng- 
land and Wales in the same way (the 
regulations still, of course, administered 
by local authorities) is worth careful con- 
sideration. 

The main advantage of regulations 
over by-law control is that uniformity can 
be achieved simultaneously by the former 
method, whereas to achieve the same 
result through the medium of by-laws 
would involve a cumbersome process for 
every local authority to adopt similar 
by-laws. Amendments, too, may be intro- 
duced simultaneously, whilst require- 
ments could easily and speedily be 
revised and brought up to date when the 





need to do so arose and such revision 
could be brought into effect over the 
whole country. 

Consistency of interpretation of such 
a national building code is just as impor- 
tant as uniformity of requirements. This 
problem is examined as it applies to Scot- 
land and the Committee expresses the 
view that ‘a number of our recommenda- 
tions will coilectively help to establish an 
acceptable degree of uniformity in inter- 
pretation. The Committee recommends 
that ‘A desirable objective would . . . be 
for all the authorities responsible for 
laying down requirements which affect 
structure to consult together and endea- 
vour to codify their requirements, at least 
insofar as they affect new buildings, and 
to pay particuiar attention to reconciling 
any unnecessary conflicts between their 
requirements. 

‘We think that every effort should be 
made to publish requirements. We hold 
strongly to the view that a person design- 
ing a new building should be able readily 
to ascertain in advance standards with 
which he is expected to comply, prefer- 
ably by reference to a published Code.’ 
A:though they differ somewhat in relative 
importance, most aspects of the problems 
exist South of the Border and the prob- 
lem should be no more difficult in 
solution here. 

The possibility of expressing require- 
ments in such a way as to give flexibil ty 
has received much attention of recent 
years. It was very much to the fore when 
the 1952 revision of the Ministry of 
Housing’s Model By-laws was being pre- 
pared and by-laws based upon the Model, 
sympatheticaily administered, go much 
farther toward achieving it than former 
by-laws ever did. Lack of uniformity in 
administration, however, can do much to 
nullify the element of flexibility 
embodied, not too ciearly, perhaps, in 
some respects, in the Model. 


Three Principal Conclusions 

The Scottish Committee makes three 
principal proposals, which it claims 
would meet the present obstacles to flexi- 
bility: the exclusion of all detailed 
requirements from Statutes; the expres- 
sion of requirements in terms of stan- 
dards to be achieved in relation to each 
function the parts of a building has to 
perform, rather than by rigidly specifying 
its construction and the materials to be 
used; and the creation of machinery 
which would permit the individual treat- 
ment of special cases. 

These proposals may seem simple to 
put into effect but in fact they are not. 
The nearer a requirement is related to 
pure function (and that is the ideal for 
perfect flexibility), the harder it is to give 
it any legal precision and the greater 
becomes the risk of differences in inter- 
pretation demanding something different 
to satisfy one requirement. Satisfactory 
machinery to permit individual treatment 
calls for some overriding control such as 
wouid permit the relaxation of require- 
ments where these might be more restric- 
tive than is necessary to achieve the 
objects of building control. Such dupli- 
cation must, however, be carefully 


worked out and administered. The report 
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acknowledges this need for individual 
treatment in the interests of flexibility 
and recommends a procedure for allow- 
ing requirements to be relaxed in reia- 
tion to particular proposals. 

To sum up, Scotland has shown one 
way in which uniformity and flexibility 
can be obtained. Whilst the method 
advocated by the Scottish Committee is 
necessarily related to the problem as it 
appears in Scotland, there is no denying 
that there is also an urgent need of 
reforms to reduce to some semblance of 
order the chaotic state of building con- 
trol which pertains in England and Wales 
as well. The aim should be to achieve 
those same qualities and of uniformity 
and flexibility which have been advocated 
for Scotland. 

There seems to be no reason why the 
two countries, together with the London 
County Council (the report of whose 
Advisory Committee on the Control of 
Construction of Buiidings in London has 
just been published) should not col- 
laborate to devise some way whereby this 
aim might be realised. In this respect the 
RIBA By-laws Committee feel strongly 
that the concept of control by centrally- 
made regulations instead of by-laws as at 
present merits further study. 


RESTORATION OF THE CITY 
CHURCHES 


Reorganisation Scheme Agreed 


HE final phase of the City churches’ 

reorganisation scheme has been agreed 
upon in a plan passed by the London 
Diocesan Reorganisation Committee for 
dealing with the residue of unrestored 
churches, 

This plan, for which legal authority will 
now be sought, provides for the complete 
restoration of the following churches: St. 
Katharine Cree, which will be associated 
with the Industrial Christian Fellowship; 
All Hallows, London Wall, to be associated 
with the Central Council for the Care 
of Churches; St. Anne and St. Agnes, 
Gresham-street, which will probably be 
used by refugees in Britain who are with- 
out a church; St. Nicholas, Cole Abbey, 
which will continue to be associated with 
the Overseas Council of the Church 
Assembly; and St. Andrew-by-the-Ward- 
robe. 

To finance these restorations and to help 
with the completion of St. Mary-le-Bow; 
St. Stephen, Walbrook; St. Vedast, Foster- 
lane; St. Andrew, Holborn; and St. Giles, 
Cripplegate, etc., two redundant church 
sites will be sold: St. Mary, Aldermanbury 
(retaining the east wall) and St. Dunstan- 
in-the-East (retaining the tower with chapel 
underneath). St. Michael Paternoster 
Royal will be retained as a guild church 
for the time being. 

Other sites in the City, previously 
released under the main _ reorganisation 
scheme of 1954, or subsequently, will be 
disposed of to finance the needs of the 
Church outside the City, particularly by 
the provision of new churches. These sites 
are:—St. Alban, Wood-street; St. Mildred, 
Bread-street; St. Alphage, London Wall; St. 
Swithin’s, London Stone; and Christ Church, 
Newgate-street (saving the spire).

Church in an Office Block 


Curist CHURCH, at the junction of 
Westminster Bridge-road and Kennington- 
road, London—the church with the 
famous ‘stars and stripes’ spire—is to 
be rebuilt inside an office block. Built 
in 1876, the church was badly damaged 
by bombs during the war and has just 
been demolished, except for the spire, 
which is to be retained. 

To utilise the large triangular site on 
which Christ Church stood, it has been 
decided to develop it as two office blocks, 
with the new church inside the Kenning- 
ton-road block. Although the new build- 
ing will be in modern style, the architect, 
Mr. P. J. Darvall, ARIBA, was in- 
structed to design it to blend with the 
handsome Gothic Revival style of the 
spire. 

The ‘stars and stripes’ spire was paid 
for largely by American contributions in 
thanks for the championship of the anti- 
slavery cause by the then minister, Dr. 
Newman Hall, during the American Civil 
War and is dedicated to the memory of 
President Lincoln. The American link 
will be retained by naming the new office 
block ‘ Lincoln House.’ 

The new construction work is to be 
carried out by Dolphin Developments, 
Ltd., a subsidiary of Richard Costain, 
Ltd. Work is to start at once. 


Award to Architect 


Mr. GeorGe S. PaLeJowskt, ARIBA, 
of Norwich Union Chambers, Osborne- 
street, Grimsby, has won the cash prize 
offered by Lincoln Civic Trust for the 
design of a layout for Waterside South 
between Pelham Bridge and High-street, 
along the bank of the Witham. 
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The derelict area is to include a civic 
centre, a riverside promenade and a car 
park. The Trust is making a gift of Mr. 
Palejowski’s design to Lincoln City 
Council. 


University College Calendar 


Tue University College Calendar, 
1958-59, issued by the University of 
London, contains details of courses pro- 
vided by the Bartlett School of Architec- 
ture. Among these are courses for the 
BA Honours Degree in Architecture 
awarded by the University of London, 
the Diploma in Architecture, and certifi- 
cates in architecture, decoration and the 
preservation and restoration of historical 
buildings, awarded by the College. There 
is an Architectural Atelier providing 
facilities for students reading for the MA 
or PhD degrees in architecture, for ad- 
vanced studies in design, and for post- 
graduate research. 

The Division of Decoration of the 
school aims at stimulating and promot- 
ing a knowledge of decoration generally 
and provides a three-year course of study 
leading to the Certificate of Decoration. 
It is approved by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion as a Satisfactory course for entry to 
the examination for the National Dip- 
loma in Design with Interior Decoration 
as a special subject. 

The Department of Town Planning in 
the Bartlett School provides courses as 
follows—Preliminary Course, Certificate 
Course in Town Planning (part-time or 
full-time), Diploma Course in Town 
Planning and Civic Architecture, Diploma 
Course in. Town Planning and Civic 
Engineering. 


Professional Staff Wanted 


THE LONDON CouUNTy COUNCIL’s new 
road improvement programme and 
schemes for modernising older dwellings 
mean that a number of new positions for 
architects, engineers and other profes- 
sional and technical staff will have to be 
created, In connection with the road 
programme, and its associated architec- 
tural and building work, the establish- 
ment committee propose additional 
positions for eight architects, 41 engineers 
or technical assistants and nine admini- 
strative or clerical staff. To meet the 
cost the committee have asked approval 
for estimates of £10,700 for the current 
financial year and £46,100 in 1959-60, 
Eventually the cost will reach £69,700 a 
year. 

The committee also propose that 13 
additional temporary positions for pro- 
fessional and technical staff should be 
provided to deal with increased work on 
modernising older dwellings and convert- 
ing drying rooms. The cost is estimated 
at £13,575 in a full year. 


Church Architecture 


A Four-Day CONFERENCE On modern 
trends in worship and their’ expression 
in church architecture and sacred art will 
be held at the Norfolk Hotel, Birming- 


‘ham, from April 6 to 10 next. The 


conference is being organised by the 
Department of Extra-mural Studies of the 
University of Birmingham. Speakers will 
include clergy concerned with the current 
liturgical revival, architects engaged in 








building new churches, artists and others 
engaged in church decoration and 
furnishing, and technical advisers in the 
field of lighting and heating. 

Birmingham University also propose to 
arrange a study tour of recent churches 
in France and Switzerland. The visit 
will occupy about 12 days at the end of 
May and beginning of June next. The 
itinerary has yet to be worked out in 
detail, but visits will be made to Ron- 
champ and Audincourt. En route in 
France the places to be visited will in- 
clude Amiens, Le Raincy and other 
churches in the Paris region, Fontaine- 
les-Gres, Sochaux, Béthoncourt and 
Belfort. In Switzerland many interesting 
churches will be visited in Basel, Ziirich, 
Luzern and Olten. 

The visit is intended not only for archi- 
tects and artists engaged in building and 
decorating churches and for the clergy 
and other church-people who commission 
them, but for anyone who is interested 
in church architecture and decoration. 
The tour will be by coach from Birming- 
ham and the total cost should not exceed 
£50.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of December 4, 1858 


PAYMENT OF MEDIEVAL ARCHITECTS.— 
I have only learnt that the King’s sur- 
veyor, or ‘surveyor of the royal works’ 
was paid by the day, generally about 
two shillings of the money of the 
time (equal to about £700 in present 
money) with allowances for a clerk and 
carriage expenses. What he did for his 
wages I do not know. 

We know very little of the English 
architects of the Medieval period con- 
sidering the immense number of buildings 
erected—who they were, and how they 
were educated. There is no authority for 
believing that architects then were com- 
monly monks or ecclesiastics.

Lively Discussion at Fifth Triennial Conference 


HE fifth Triennial Conference of 
Chartered Quantity Surveyor mem- 
bers of the RICS, held at Caxton Hall on 
November 19, was notable for lively dis- 
cussion by many of the 450 members 
present. This followed brief outlines of 
various sections of the QS Committee’s 
work during the past three years contri- 
buted by Mr. M. H. Thackray, Mr. K. K. 
Dale and Mr. William James. The chair 
was taken by Mr. George Walford (Chair- 
man of the QS Committee). 

Welcoming the conference, Mr. F. G. 
FLeurY, OBE (President RICS), said that 
the quantity surveying profession was an 
important part of building ‘if not the 
most important part,’ he added. ‘It is to 
the quantity surveyor that we must look 
for any reduction in the cost of building, 
through research.’ 


THE PLACE OF THE PROFESSION 


The first part of the review of the pro- 
fession during the past three years, given 
by Mr. THACKRAY, covered the place of 
the profession in the building industry. 

‘During the so-called summer recess,’ he 
said, ‘I was fumbling around for a peg on 
which to hang this, my section of the review, 
when Fate intervened. A young chartered 
quantity surveyor addressed a letter to The 
Builder on the subject of the “ All-in Ser- 
vice ” in which he exhorted us, as chartered 
quantity surveyors, to take action before it 
is too late, Although the line of action 
proposed was not crystal clear, it could be 
inferred that he was recommending some 
relaxation of the Institution’s rule not to 
permit membership to Contractor's Sur- 
veyors. And if time permits this conference 
might be disposed to debate the outcome 
of such action. 

‘The letter concluded by saying that to- 
day’s conference provided the great oppor- 
tunity to “hammer out the quantity sur- 
veyor’s contribution to the future and that 
in reviewing the past three years we shall 
preview the next thirty."—another way of 
expressing what the Prime Minister so aptly 
described recently as “using past achieve- 
ments as a spring-board and not as a sofa” 
and if it can do that much, then your Com- 
mittee will be more than satisfied that this 
conference has fulfilled its purpose. 


The CQS as an Individual 


* As an individual the Chartered Quantity 
Surveyor is called upon to perform many 
more duties than in my young days,’ Mr. 
Thackray continued, ‘It would be no ex- 
aggeration to say that his duties have con- 
siderably increased even since Mr. Davson 
gave his last review three years ago. Against 
the background of his basic job, that of 
preparing his bills of quantity with accuracy, 
precision and speed and presenting them to 
the competing builders in such a form as 
to enable competitive and realistic tenders 
to be submitted, he is now called upon to 
advise on costs from the commencement of 
planning and to continue to assist in control- 
ling costs throughout the whole period of 
the contract. 

‘All of this has made him an indispens- 
able part, of the Building Team and it is 


imperative that he should not betray this 
trust. In fact he must constantly be seek- 
ing ways and means by which he can be of 
greater use to the industry. 

‘If necessary he must revise the production 
and the format of his bills. One outstanding 
example of the use of modern methods in 
the production of bills during the past three 
years is that developed by a partner in a 
Birmingham firm of chartered quantity sur- 
veyors.* I refer, of course, to the translation 
of standardised unit quantities into punched 
cards for the machine production of bills. 
Whilst appreciating the limitations of the 
present use of such a system, it clearly 
indicates the thought and research now 
being employed by some forward-thinking 
surveyors.” 

‘A second course is by improving his 
methods of approximate estimating and 
advising his client on trends of expenditure 
whilst work is in progress. A third, so far 
as it is within his powers, is by speeding 
the settlement of final accounts. We all know 
that to achieve this we are dependent upon 
the main contractor and his sub-contractors 
for information. The fact that this is usually 
difficult to obtain should be accepted as a 
challenge and not as an excuse to put things 
on one side. 

‘ And last but by no means least by giving 
more time and thought to the training of 
the youngsters who come under his care 
and upon whom the future of our profession 
depends. 


Surveyors Collectively 


‘Let us now turn to the position of char- 
tered quantity surveyors collectively. Are 
they playing their full part in the Building 
Industry? The answer to this question

Mr. K. K. DALE spoke on the Committee's 
work in the technical and domestic field. 
On the subject of bills of quantities and 
methods of measurement, he said: ‘ Several 
suggestions relative to both the production 
and format of bills of quantities have been 
put forward and considered by the Commit- 
tee. The special Elemental Bills sub- 
committee, originally set up in 1956, has 
been kept in being and recently reported 
that there was no evidence of a general 
demand for elemental bills. 

‘The Standard Method of Measurement 
Committee has reached final draft stage of 
the Sth edition and general editing has been 
started. The new edition will probably in- 
troduce some new sections relevant to new 
materials, techniques and increasing speciali- 
sation. It is understood that where necessary 
clarification has been achieved but very little 
abbreviation. Without the provision of 
drawings to accompany tendering documents 
the builders are not prepared to accept 
abbreviated or otherwise simplified bills. 


Schedules of Daywork Charges 

‘ Negotiations are in progress with a view 
to clarifying a few items in regard to 
National Schedules of Daywork Charges 
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largely depends upon the efficacy or other- 
wise of the activities of our Royal Institu- 
tion through its Council and its various com- 
mittees. A list of the joint bodies upon which 
your members are now represented makes 
impressive, if somewhat heavy, reading. 
Your members have taken a prominent part 
in the expansion of the activities of the Joint 
Consultative Committee at national, regional 
and local levels. Therein perhaps lies the 
greatest part that we are playing collectively 
in the building industry. 

‘Recently in a leading article the Editor 
of a well-known technical journal suggested 
the reconstitution of the Joint Consultative 
Committee to make it “A sharp cutting 
instrument” for mutual benefit. [See The 
Builder of October 10.] Being a consul- 
tative body, subservient to its three consti- 
tuent Institutions, this may be asking rather 
a lot, nevertheless it is a challenge that the 
Joint Consultative Committees, both national 
and regional, should be prepared to accept. 


Management Appreciation Courses 


‘The past three years have introduced us 
to one new activity, the participation by 
members in residential courses on “ Man- 
agement Appreciation.” The opportu- - 
nities for participation in these courses are 
likely to expand in the future and, as one 
who has been fortunate enough to be invited 
to Sundridge Park, I would recommend all 
those members who are able to do so to 
take part. 

‘Many and varying views are held on 
Public Relations, Some hold the view that 
the best public relations of a chartered 
quantity surveyor are gained by doing his 
job efficiently and with constant revision of 
method. Others believe that Public Relations 
should go very much further than that. The 
institution has a very active standing com- 
mittee, the branches and public relations 
committee, upon which the Quantity Sur- 
veyors’ Committee is represented.’ 


THE TECHNICAL AND DOMESTIC FIELD 


upon which uniformity of interpretation is 
lacking, and agreement has now been 
reached with the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers that periodic 
joint reviews for necessary or justifiable re- 
vision should take place. 

‘ As to cost information and cost planning, 
the essential preliminary to this is Cost 
Research, At the Institution’s Annual Con- 
ferences at Nottingham and Exeter the Com: 
mittee arranged sessions on this subject. The 
interest aroused by, and the critical acclaim 
accorded to the recent report and ancillary 
papers of the Institution Cost Research 
Panel, which was formed in 1956, make 
further comment upon past work in this 
sphere unnecessary. 

‘The Cost Research Panel would be the 
first to acknowledge that it has so far only 
scratched the surface of a vast field of very 
necessary research,’ said Mr. Dale. ‘It has 
already commenced a study of office build- 
ings and is collecting information on 
research at present being undertaken by 
other bodies with a view to suggesting some 
form of co-ordination. It is hoped to 
organise cost research on a regional basis 
by the Quantity Surveyors Section of the 
branches, under the general direction of the 
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panel, and possibly in collaboration with the 
local architectural associations, Some cost 


‘studies are already being undertaken in the 


branches, notably by the Lancashire, 
Cheshire and Isle of Man branch. 

* The question of integrating the panel with 
the RIBA cost research committee has been 
considered but it was decided that the two 
bodies should continue to function individu- 
ally. A small liaison committee represent- 
ing both bodies is likely to be set up with a 
view to controlling and directing any joint 
activity that may be initiated. 

‘The Committee considers cost research 
of the type now being undertaken to be of 
the utmost importance to the building 


industry and a subject in which the Institu- 
tion quite properly should take the lead. 

‘It is also fully aware of the dangers in- 
herent in the wholesale. dissemination of 
information of a specialised character with- 
out adequate safeguards against its wrongful 
use. Positive results cannot, therefore, be 
broadcast heedlessly or prematurely. 

‘The Committee is anxious to hear of 
opportunities for fostering the adoption of 
quantity surveying in overseas territories, 
and of conditions, contract procedure and 
other relevant matters, throughout the 
Commonwealth, so that it may be in a 
position to furnish members everywhere 
with authoritative up-to-date information.’ 


MEMBERSHIP AND EXAMINATION POLICY 


Mr. JAMES, reporting on the Committee’s 
work in the field of education and training, 
said: ‘Membership and examination 
statistics come within the orbit of this part 
of the Review. But as I am sure it would 
help no one for me to read out a string of 
complicated figures verbally now, these will 
be printed in full in the Journal report of 
this Conference. Suffice it to say: 

(a) Some 30 per cent of the Institution 
membership now consist of Quantity 
Surveyors. 

(b) Of the total increase in Institution 
membership in the last three years about 
60 per cent (or twice the existing 
membership ratio) consists of Quantity 
Surveyors. 

(c) The number of Chartered Quantity 
Surveyors working outside the UK has 
increased over the last three years from 
418 to 594. 

(d) There has been no falling off in the 
number of Quantity Surveyor examinees. 

(e) The proportion of Chartered Quan- 
tity Surveyors in the public services is now 
about 234 per cent of the whole. 

(f) Over the last three years there have 
been more vacancies for Chartered Quan- 
tity Surveyors than applicants to fill them. 
* Because the price of a good educational 

system—no less than that of liberty—is 
eternal vigilance, the Council has already 
authorised a wide review of the education 
policy of the Institution; and in this review 
the committee is playing its full part. The 
review has not yet reached a stage when any 
report on its findings is possible; but I am 
sure that some indication as to the policy 
issues now under consideration will be of 
interest. Some of these are: 


1. How can greater emphasis be given 
to the practical aspects of training, so that 
future chartered surveyors are essentially 
“ able and practical surveyors,” capable of 
meeting and dealing intelligently with new 
situations, and not merely pure technicians 


who apply formulae produced by others? 


2. In view of the large proportion of 
examination failures, coupled with the 
fact that many of the examinees have only 
the bare minimum academic qualifications 
for studentship, are the present standards 
of entry too low? 

3. To what extent should the examina- 
tions for the various sections of mem- 
bership have a common form? 

4. Is the scope of the present examina- 
tion syllabus so wide as to raise doubts 


as to its soundness as a training medium? 

5. Should the syllabus be re-designed 
with the aim of directing study towards a 
reasoned understanding of the “why” 
and “how” of the subjects, rather than 
to memory of facts? 

6. Is it desirable that there should be a 
grade of membership below that of 
chartered surveyor, and if so could this be 
done without lowering the whole standard 
of Institution membership? 


Improvement of Practical Training 


‘Before the review began the Committee 
had taken steps designed to improve the 
calibre of practical training,’ continued Mr. 
James. ‘One of the most important was the 
Chairman’s personal letter, and its accom- 
panying pamphlet on “The Training of the 
Future Chartered Quantity Surveyor,” which 
was sent to all chartered quantity surveyors. 
This is so fundamental to the subject of this 
report that I propose to re-emphasise some 
of the points in it: 

1. Owing to the falling-off in the stan- 
dard of practical training, it was incum- 
bent on principals to make a determined 
personal effort to improve the practical 
training of students and to enlist the aid 
of their senior staff to this end. 

2. That principals should bear in mind 
that the quality of the training facilities 
in their office and the character of its 
professional atmosphere, provide much 
the most formative influence in the 
education of junior staff. 

3. That training is best achieved by 
placing responsibility for it squarely 
either on a principal by way, of articles or 
under the general direction of a principal, 
Or a senior assistant, by way of “ attach- 
ment”; in either case limiting the number 
being trained by any individual to not 
more than two wherever this is possible. 

4. That members should bear in mind 
when signing the examination application 
forms of intending examinees, that they 
are both personally recommending the 
candidate as being suitable for Institution 
membership, and certifying that the work 
on which he is engaged fits him to take 
the examination concerned. 


Improvement of Theoretic Training 


‘The Council, on a recommendation of 
the Committee, has agreed to support the 
proposal to establish a central London 
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College of Advanced Building Technolog) 
One of the aims of this College is to pro 
vide, in its School of Surveying, for the 
training of a small number of quantity 
surveyors for a diploma in technology, of 
a standard equivalent to that of a University 
honours degree. 


‘As a postscript to the Committee’s work 
in respect of the examinations, from time to 
time requests are received that overseas 
candidates shall be examined in quantities, 
which are based on a local method o° 
measurement instead of on the Standard 
Method. The Committee continues to main 
tain, as it always has, that such a policy 
would destroy the world-wide nature of the 
Institution’s diploma and that, thus, to adopt 
it would be wrong. The Chairman of our 
Education Sub-Committee put it well when 
he said “ you can’t make porridge for one.” 
The only exception to this principle of the 
Institution’s examinations being based on 
the Standard Method is—for historic reasons 
—Scotland—the land of porridge—where 
they had a standard method long before we 
in the South here did.’ 


Post-Graduate Training 


Mr. James then spoke on post-graduate 
training, which, he said, arose under the first 
of the Institution’s objects which was defined 
in the Royal Charter as being ‘To secure 
the advancement and facilitate the acquisi- 
tion of that k wowledge which constitutes the 
profession of a surveyor.’ Since the war, 
and especially im the last three years, there 
seemed to be a greater realisation of the 
value of pooling professional experience, 
instead of treating it as a kind of trade sec- 
ret for personal use, so as to seek like the 
wise man in the proverb to learn from the 
experiments of others as well as from those 
of one’s own. 


The speaker also outlined the activities of 
the Junior Organisation, and spoke briefly 
on the work of the Joint Advisory Committee 
on Training in the Building Industry. 


‘ This committee,’ he said, ‘ was set up by 
the National JCC following a Conference on 
Building Training at the RIBA in January, 
1956. Its object is to advise on ways of 
improving joint training facilities for all 
members of the building team. The work of 
the Committee is still in its early stages: so 
far it has concentrated on the encourage- 
ment of joint training at junior level and, by 
way of contrast also at top senior level: the 
latter through management appreciation 
courses for architects, quantity surveyors 
and builders. It must be appreciated that in 
this context “ management” includes for ex- 
ample, the organisation of affairs in quantity 
surveyors’ offices and the inter-action of their 
work on that of other members in the build- 
ing team. With the approval of the Quan- 
tity Surveyors’ Committee a number of In- 
stitution members have already taken part 
in such management courses. 


‘Lastly, a vast field of research into 
matters of importance to our profession and 
the building industry as a whole lies unex- 
plored before us. It is certain that all 


chartered quantity surveyors willing to com- 
bine together to push back the frontiers of 
knowledge in the sphere of cost research, 
will find in so doing a course of self-training 
no less valuable to themselves than their 
results will be to the Institution,’

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DISCUSSION ON THE PAPERS 


Mr. J. C. Corper asked for further infor- 
mation regarding the possibility of admitting 
quantity surveyors who were working with 
contractors to Institution membership. 

Mr. THACKRAY, in reply, said he must 
dispel any idea that contractors’ surveyors 
were not admitted to the Institution out of 
any mistaken idea of snobbery. Contractors’ 
surveyors did a very important but in many 
ways a very different job of work. Six or 
seven years ago, members of the Quantity 
Surveyors’ Committee met members of the 
Council of the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers and discussed the 
matter very frankly and openly. The 
question was asked: why did the Institution 
debar contractors’ surveyors, when almost 
next door was the Institution of Civil 
Engineers who not only admitted contrac- 
tors’ engineers but welcomed them? He had 
always thought this provided a complete 
answer to why the RICS did not admit 
contractors’ surveyors. to membership, 
because of what had happened at the other 
end of Great George-street. There had sprung 
up, some years ago now, a professional body, 
the Association of Consulting Engineers, 
of which practically all the consultant 
engineers, or anyway all the leading con- 
sultant engineers, were now members. If the 
same thing were to happen with Chartered 
Quantity Surveyors, would members wish to 
see another body springing up to cater for 
professional independent quantity surveyors? 
Whether they would or not, the Institution 
as a whole would never let it happen. 

Mr. W. G. ROoBATHAN said that he 
happened as a side line to take a class in 
professional practice and procedure, and he 
had found it necessary to deal with the 
question of the wretched bogy of the ‘All-in’ 
service as it would affect quantity surveyors. 
There was also the question of other com- 
panies that were offering a complete service 
of consultants right through a contract. 
These seemed to involve a direct threat to 
quantity surveyors as practitioners which the 
Committee and the Council should be asked 
to look into, since the persons involved 
could take no action themselves, Architects 
and builders, as everyone was aware, were 
going ahead with their ideas and as things 
were he could not—quite rightly—as a 
quantity surveyor discuss a combined fee 
with his fellow professional members, the 
architects, engineers and_ consultants, 
although clients might be asking for it. 


A Possible Danger 


Mr. J. C. Howerp said that he happened 
to have had an opportunity of examining 
very closely the form of contract devised by 
a firm which was being employed by Middle- 
sex County Council as agents for building 
one school. The quantity surveyor who was 
working for them in the case which had been 
examined was not employed as a member of 
their staff, but was engaged for advice in 
the same way as an ordinary surveyor would 
be engaged in advising either architects or 
suppliers, 

There was a danger, he thought, in this 
form of contract which gave a lump sum 
for the superstructure, and in which a varia- 
tion was not the subject of measurement. 
The only things that were subject to measure- 
ment were foundations and site plans. The 
scheme provided for a standard assembly 
hall, a standard gym, a standard dining room 
and some standard class rooms as a main 
project. One had so many of this, so many 
of that, to go into what was alleged to be 
a school design. It would cost so much, 
and that was that! Contractors could be 
suggested, they said, whom they would be 
glad to put in competition with their own. 


They made no promise to employ them. 

“I do not think that type of firm will make 
much headway unless they ‘can offer some- 
thing more in line with the client’s wishes 
and desires and much more under _ his 
control,’ said Mr. Howerd, 

Mr. G. Berry said that he thought that 
the specific cases that were being discussed 
as a result of the Middlesex experiment were 
a bit of a red herring. The main threat 
from the all-in service did not come from 
this at all but from the major contractors 
with a great deal of finance behind them 
who not only built what was wanted but 
owned it and leased it to the client. 


‘The Real Threat’ 


Mr. T. KINSELLA, like the last speaker, did 
not think the threat was there. The system 
under discussion had grown up because of 
other conditions from which they all 
suffered—shortage of time and the lack of 
sufficient skilled surveying labour to produce 
the necessary building quantities by a set 
date. It had always been suitable and con- 
venient to give these people jobs. The real 
threat was from the packaged system, backed 
up by the financial contractors — because 
they were financial contractors. They were 
not real contractors, at least as contractors 
were known in the north. 

Mr. R. STEVENS said that in his opinion 
public relations was largely resporsible for 
the rather disturbing situation created by the 
all-in service. There was some confusion 
here, too, because there were several kinds 
of all-in service, All these situations were 
dangerous because of the professional aspect. 
The quantity surveyor was at a disadvantage, 
at least commercially, when ‘all-in’ people 
came along and offered to do the work for 
£x, because that was what the layman, who 
did not know what a quantity surveyor did, 
understood. The excellent pamphlets pro- 
duced by the Institution did not, he thought, 
go far enough to give the average member 
of the public a true picture of what quantity 
surveyors were and what was their function. 

Mr. J. Nispet said that one lead for a 
course of action that might be given to the 
Committee was that the role of the surveyor 
in modern society should be examined. The 
all-in service was meeting an increasing need 
on the part of the client because he was not 
getting the job for the price. The builder 
was also dissatisfied with the present organ- 
isation because he was confused and mis- 
directed by the instructions he was often 
given by architects. He wanted more control 
over the information he received. Thus, 
there were two people who were vitally 
interested in the introduction of the all-in 
service. 

‘Why should they be dissatisfied? ° asked 
the speaker. ‘Because of the fragmentation 
of the building industry. There are separate 
professions or organisations and there is no 
co-ordination procedure to combine them. 
The architect may think he is an impartial 
and independent professional man and the 
quantity surveyor thinks likewise. As 
quantity surveyors we are basing our future 
on conflict, because we are hoping we shall 
always be there to smooth out the difficulties 
which arise between client and builder. The 
matter is at least controversial. If the client 
asks what he gets out of employing a 
quantity surveyor, what benefit it is to him, 
what answer can. be given him? Surely the 
answer is in the saving the builder makes 
by having the bill of quantities prepared for 
him. It was this situation that led him to 
ask for consideration of the role of the 
quantity surveyor in the future, because 
surely if he was to play his rightful role it 
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should be on the basis of co-ordination, not 
of conflict! ’ 

Mr. H. W. MAXWELL-HARRISON said he 
had had some experience in what might be 
called putting up the complete tender in an 
all-in service. By means of an approximate 
estimate on an entirely similar scale, it was 
proved that, by going through the normal 
channels of professional consultant and con- 
tractor, the client would save at least 15 
per cent, of his cost as quoted by the finance 
company which was going to provide the 
service, 

Mr. W. I. GriFFitHs remarked that no one 
seemed to have made the suggestion that the 
Committee should go into a huddle with the 
architects. They as well as quantity 
surveyors were menaced and the remedy was 
in their hands and not in the hands of 
quantity surveyors at all. 

Mr. THACKRAY, replying to Mr. Griffiths, 
said that the matter had been discussed many 
times with the architects through the medium 
of the Joint Consultative Committee. 

Mr. C. Nott said there were many twists 
in the question of the cost of the normal 
as compared with the all-in service, If an 
all-in service offered a profit-sharing arrange- 
ment, the final cost to the client was 
obscured. He was not sure that it could be 
proved in every case that the normal service 
was cheaper. He himself thought that it was, 
but it must be possible to prove this. It 
came back, as an earlier speaker had said, 
to the education of clients and some 
publicity in a quiet way. 

Mr. J. C. Corper said he thought they 
were in danger of losing sight of the facts 
of life. Clients did not want quantity sur- 
veyors; neither did architects. They did not 
want to have to pay their fees. Let the facts 
be faced! Where did quantity surveyors start 
from? They started from contractors, who 
were the people that wanted them. He still 
thought that really and truly it was the com- 
petitive tendering system which created the 
need for the quantity surveyor. Another im- 
portant point to bear in mind jn respect of 
contractors was that if final accounts were 
got out more quickly, the contractors would 
be very much more predisposed in quantity 
surveyors’ favour. 


Northern Ireland Experience 


Mr. JOHN WRIGHT said that he came from 
Northern Ireland where all-in services were 
not new. They had existed in his experience 
for nearly twenty-five years; and not one of 
the firms that started twenty-five years ago 
was in existence today. 

Mr. F. T. BATEMAN asked why did not one 
treat sub-contracts as just another trade? 


‘Why was not a bill of quantities produced 


for the average electrical installation which 
went into the factory or domestic building? 
If this idea could be sold to the architect it 
would help to fix the final account and make 
people decide what they were going to have. 
It was the fixed final account that was the 
real attraction of the all-in service, 

Mr. P. W. GRAFTON said that in many jobs 
the quantity surveyor was being unduly 
pushed by the architect who in turn was be- 
ing pushed by the client. Yet it was difficult 
for the quantity surveyor to take a stand 
on producing the bills in insufficient time if 
the architect could go off to another quantity 
surveyor who was prepared to do it. This 
matter ought to be taken up on behalf of 
quantity surveyors generally as between the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee and _ the 
parallel representative body on the architect's 
side. 

Mr. H. J. Howe ts said that for his own 
part, he felt that the only way to combat 
an all-in service was by an all-out service. 
The difficulty was the splintering of the 
professional side which was somewhat 
reminiscent of the army, navy and air force. 
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One of the difficulties they were faced with 
was that they would like to quote an all-in 
fee Architects were thinking along those 
lines. It might well be that their next step 
would be to provide a comprehensive service 
themselves, in which case they would employ 








FORUM ON 


The Chairman at the afternoon session 
introduced the members of the Panel, after 
which Mr. H. J. HOWELLS asked the follow- 
ing question : ‘What is the present position 
concerning the proposed revisions to the 
Standard Method of Measurement and the 
RIBA Form af Contract?’ 

Mr. R. H. Francis replied that revision of 
the 1948 Edition had been in progress since 
1953. The present position was that the 
revised drafts of most of the trades had been 
finalised or were in an advanced state of 
revision subject in some cases to consulta- 
tation with trade associations. It was hoped 
that the revised edition would be ready to 
go to the printers by July, 1959. It would 
become operative six months after publica- 
tion. 

Recently, however, the Government 
departments had asked the Joint Committee 
to consider the possibility of further simpli- 
fication of the bills, arising from their prac- 
tice of issuing drawings with the bills. The 
Joint Committee had therefore asked the 
constituent bodies (The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers) 
for advice as to whether the practice of 
issuing drawings could be considered to be 
sufficiently established to warrant a recon- 
sideration of the methods of measurement 
in the document. 

With regard to the RIBA Form of Con- 
tract, the Contracts Tribunal, having made 
their decisions in principle on the suggested 
amendments which were received, appointed 
Counsel to prepare a new draft. This draft 
would probably be ready for consideration 
by the Tribunal in January next. His own 
estimate was that the new edition was 
unlikely to be available before June, 1959. 


Schedule of Daywork Charges 


Mr. L, J. Newton asked that an early 
revision of the National Schedule of Day- 
work Charges be undertaken. 

Mr. K. K. DALe said that negotiations 
were at present in progress with the NFBTE 
with regard to points (and there did not 
seem to be very many) upon which there 
was not entire uniformity of interpretation. 
It was desired to sort these out before 
going to a general revision of the whole 
Schedule. That might well take two years. 

Mr. L. J. NewrTon then put the proposi- 
tion: That efforts be made by the Institu- 
tution in collaboration with other interested 
bodies to bring about a degree of standardi- 
sation of the Daywork charges imposed by 
certain specialist firms .employed as sub- 
contractors where such charges have not 
previously been the subject of negotiation 
and agreement with the RICS. 

To the best of his knowledge, he said, 
there were only two such schedules of day- 
work charges which had been approved by 
the Institution, one of the electrical con- 
tracting industry and the other of the heat- 
ing and ventilating industry. There was a 
great diversity of charges by various sub- 
contractors, ranging in some instances from 
as much as 95 per cent, profit on over- 
heads, Whilst in the case of certain firms 
the nature of their business might well 
justify a greater overhead cost, he did not 
see why this question of profit should not 
nevertheless be standardised. This urgently 
needed the Institution's co-operation. 

Mr. Dale said that Institution policy had 
always been against the proliferation or 


more quantity surveyors, electrical engineers, 
and consultants on their own staff. He 
thought that the only means of quantity sur- 
veyors supporting their own traditional pro- 
fessional structure was in collaboration with 
the RIBA, 
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multiplicity of agreements in respect of 
specialised trades. The reason for this was 
primarily that the builder was responsible 
for and in many cases very capable of under- 
taking a lot of the work for which there 
were sub-contracts frequently nowadays— 
plastering, roofing, painting and so on. It 
would be extremely difficult to separate out 
all these trades with different daywork over- 
heads percentages generally. This, he appre- 
ciated, would not necessarily apply to their 
friends north of the Border. The cost to 
the employer would probably be greater 
also. 

Mr. R. Spicer said that there was no 
great difficulty about applying particular 
rates to sub-contractors. The responsibility 
for getting rates in advance was the same 
as for the general contract under the day- 
work schedule. 

Mr. DALE said it seemed to him that in 
order to legislate for every contingency it 
would be necessary to put in bills or have 
a space somewhere for daywork rates in 
every single trade. Then they would get into 
hot water with the builders for inviting 
competition. 


Post-graduate Research 


Mr. J. E. Cooke said it seemed to him 
that the quantity surveyor had made less 
contribution in original ideas to the building 
industry than practically any other member 
of the building team. He would even go so 
far as to say that as a profession they were 
near to stagnating. No profession could 
hope to maintain its future position without 
continually advancing its knowledge. The 
way to advance one’s knowledge was to have 
a small proportion of one’s members engaged 
on postgraduate study of a high degree and 
also on research and development, which 
could be fed back into the teaching curri- 
culum. 

Three aims then presented themselves. 
First, the system of training and practice 
must be so organised as to vrovide for this 
postgraduate form of training. Second, 
alongside this postgraduate study, either in 
isolation or in collaboration with other 
bodies and institutions, a definite programme 
of research should be followed. Third, 
allied with both these approaches, the tech- 
niane of work should be continually deve- 
loping. 

‘As a profession, we must never wait to 
be asked to undertake a particular niece of 
research,’ declared Mr. Cooke. ‘ Unless 
we come forward with our own contribu- 
tions on our ow?r initiative we shall find 
orselves continually by-passed and eventu- 
allv we shall die out.’ 

Mr. J. M. CLIFTon remarked that the pro- 
fession was, and alwavs had been, an art 
and not a science He had heard it com- 
vared with the solicitor and the building 
industry and the accountant. Had the soli- 
citor or the accountant ever indulged in any 
research? He thought not. and he did not 
think thev need do so either. 

Mr. P. E. BatHurst. supporting Mr. 
Cooke, said that large-scale research could 
not he done on a nart-time basis. 

Mr. C Swretr said that Mr. Cooke's 
remarks did give an onportnnity for asking 
all the members to give a little more support 
in the research work which was poine on. 
This was believed to be of a postgraduate 
nature so far as chartered surveyors were 
concerned. It was also believed to be of 
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considerable importance to the profession to 
stay out in the front, as he honestly believed 
they were doing at the moment. He did not 
think they were lagging behind at all. 

Mr. REX PROCTER pointed out that it was 
the policy not only of the Committee but 
also of the Institution that there should be 
postgraduate training of such quality as was 
necessary to produce the rounded profes- 
sional man. 

Mr. J. Nisper asked whether the Institu- 
tion could encourage research by forming 
a research fund, so that the practitioner, 
whether in private practice or the public 
service, could put some staff on to a par- 
ticular piece of investigation. 

Mr. W. James said that he personally 
thought Mr. Cooke was very forward 
looking. But one of the dangers of research 
was that the ordinary member was inclined 
to think research was what somebody did 
for him. That really was not so. In the 
wider field, he did not think any profession 
certainly not their own—could deal with 
research in the abstract, on its own. Research 
was a matter of teamwork in the building 
industry, for example, more than perhaps 
in many others. Research was wanted on 
development costs from the land side, on 
design costs, on methods of producing ten 
ders and in getting out development costs 
at the contracting stage. When the building 
was up, there were maintenance costs. How 
long would the building last? That was 
simply a small selection of subjects from the 
building side. It illustrated how wide a field 
research presented. The more people who 
could be got to work the more likely would 
they be to achieve a really worthwhile result. 
The Committee were well aware of that and 
were working for greater liaison with all the 
interested peripheral professions. 

Mr. G. A. RosBINs said he was interested 
—and had been for some years—in the tech- 
nical training of quantity surveyors. The 
first stage was to raise the level of instruc- 
tion in the technical colleges in London, if 
a postgraduate level was to be obtained. 


Cost Research 


Mr. R. G. Cousens (speaking in place of 
Mr. H. Lane Fox) said that the Yorkshire 
branch meeting would like to know whether 
the following was a practical proposition: 
‘That the Quantity Surveyors’ Committee 
should keep a library of information on unit 
costs of various buildings in a standard form, 
which would be available to members on 
application.” This, he said, would depend 
on the co-operation of individual quantity 
surveyors, but sometimes the surveyor’s 
only source of information of this type was 
the published price books which, while 
invaluable, might have been prepared for 
another area. 

Mr. C. SwEEtT said there had been a de- 
mand for some time for this sort of service, 
and as members might be aware, one of the 
architectural journals had for some two 
years been publishing cost information with 
guite a lot of detail, drawings and specifica- 
tions and so on, in a very comprehensive 
form. He thought they had found that the 
information published could be dangerous 
and misleading. He believed that at the 
moment they were considering a change in 
the form of presentation and that the revised 
form would be considered not only by the 
Costs Research Panel but also by the RIBA 
committee on costs research. 

It was very difficult to apply information 
on a card index to a job somewhere else in 
the country. Every job was different from 
every other job. There might be conditions 
as to the supply of labour, site conditions and 
so on, which were peculiar to a job and 
which could never be reflected in a card 
index system. 

To sum up, he thought there was a demand 
for the service, but it would be a long time 
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before it could be made available in the 
form suggested by the questioner. 

Mr. S. A. DUNCAN (Singapore) said there 
was a system in Singapore whereby, accord- 
ing to the department employed—army, air- 
force or Singapore Development Trust— 
information was exchanged. This has been 
reduced to a set form and everyone found 
it of great assistance. The system worked 
particularly well for approximate estimates 
in the early stages before any plans were 
drawn up. 

Mr. J. NisBeT said he assumed Mr. Sweett 
was expressing a personal view about the 
misleading nature of the information pub- 
lished in a certain magazine. His criticism 
was not so much on the form and the method 
of presentation as on the way it had been 
prepared. The accuracy of the information 
as published depended on the person who 
produced it. 

As far as the library was concerned, Mr. 
Sweett had said there was a large demand 
for a library of information of some sort. 
If the Institution did not take the lead, some 
other institution might produce this library 
and once again it would appear as though 
they had lost initiative. 

Mr. C. Sweetrt said he agreed with Mr. 
Nisbet, but he wished any institution joy in 
producing the library. The subject was, 
nevertheless, very much in mind and some- 
thing would be done if it were possible. 

Mr. T. KINSELLA said he understood the 
City and Borough Architects Society were 
slowly compiling some of this information. 
Secondly, he himself had provided the archi- 
tectural journal with information of the 
nature they required. When it left him it 
was correct. When it appeared in the journal 
it was incorrect. 


Education of the QS 


Mr. N. E. Hiccett asked the Committee 
to consider whether in the training of the 
young quantity surveyor it was sufficient that 
he could analyse a price in a bill of quanti- 
ties or whether something broader was now 
required, so that he was equipped to advise 
on cost comparison, the economics of con- 
struction and even—maybe—the incidence 
or probability of maintenance costs. 

Mr. W. G. RopaTHan asked whether a 
man of 21 was capable of taking up a 
charter? He took a diploma at 21. Was he 
comparable in intelligence and technical 
training with members of other professions? 
Should there not be, perhaps, a graduate 
surveyorship when he had passed his exami- 
nation, which was only a stage in his pro- 
gress? Should there perhaps not be some 
years before he was allowed to assume his 
chartered surveyorship, when it had been 
agreed and stated from the platform that he 
could practise? 

Mr. J. BE. Cooke said that one reason they 
had failed so dismally in their efforts on 
cost research—with all due respect to the 
Committee in their very worthy efforts— 
was the general level of basic education and 
intellectual ability. : 

Therefore, he proposed that immediate 
consideration be given, regardless of the 
requirements of other sections of the Institu- 
tion, to raising the entry qualification for 
the quantity surveying section to a minimum 
of two subjects at A level in the GCE. 
Second, immediate consideration should be 
given to the possibility of having a Univer- 
sity course on quantity surveying established 
leading to a degree. The Committee should 
make contact with the architectural profes- 
sion, builders and engineers and others to 

inate and consolidate all efforts in this 
direction. Tap : 

Mr. R. W. Haywarp said his committee 
felt that possibly even more important than 
obtaining A level class in the GCE was that 


the passes in the five subjects should be 
obtained at the same time. The Institution 
should insist on this once again. He was 
interested to hear from Mr. James that the 
syllabus was under revision. 


Mr. K. J. SPEAKMAN-BROWN said he did 

not want to see cost study become a subject 
in schools. He wanted to see full-time cost 
researchers with a full-time director; but let 
them keep in touch with the profession on 
cost study. 
_ Mr. BERNARD RUSSELL thought they were 
in danger of losing sight of the fact that the 
standard of newly qualified members of the 
Institution depended to a far greater degree 
on the training received in quantity surveyors’ 
offices than upon evening classes or full-time 
courses of instruction. 

Mr. D. R. MALE said that it might be of 
interest to members of the conference to 
know that, according to the latest figures 
for the Institution, published in May of this 
year, there were over 7,000 probationers and 
Students to 14,000 qualified chartered sur- 
veyors. In other words, there was one pro- 
bationer or student to every two qualified 
members of the Institution. And at Decem- 
ber, 1957, there were approximately 4,300 
probationers and students in the quantity 
surveying section, compared with 4,356 
qualified chartered quantity surveyors. In 
other words, there was one student and 
probationer to every one chartered quantity 
surveyor. The junior quantity surveyors’ 
committee felt this was a most unhealthy 
state of affairs. They thought there was 
cause to think that the calibre of students 
and probationers was not as high as it 
should be and that some thought should be 
given to the method of training. 


Mr. J. W. S. CASTLETON said that in South 
Africa, from where he had recently returned, 
the University was the standard way of 
entering the profession, through a five-year 
course, which had naturally involved increas- 
ing the syliabuses. Some of the cost research 
subjects had been included. They had faced 
the problem of how the working-up should 
be done when the students were so often at 
the University, and the tendency now was to 
use girl clerks with a certain amount of 
mechanisation in the office. 


Mr. R. Proctor said with regard to the 
syllabuses that on February 3 last, the 
Council agreed in principle that the profes- 
sional examinations of the Institution were 
overloaded, both in number of subjects and 
in the scope of the courses. The whole 
question of educational policy was in the 
melting pot. The whole approach was a 
present being considered by a number of 
committees such as the Council’s Review 
of Educational Policies Committee and the 
Quantity Surveyors’ Education Sub-Com- 
mittee. The matter had been discussed week 
in week out for a long time now, and he 
thought they were getting somewhere. 

He thought, in reply to Mr. Robathan, 
that in the. future they were going to do 
two things, although he could not commit 
the Committee. They were going to try to 
put emphasis on practical training and to 
put emphasis on producing a professional 
quantity surveyor and not the technician 
with a good memory. This was the prin- 
ciple on which the Committee was work- 
ing at the present time. One way by which 
it would be done, he thought, and here he 
spoke personally, was by a_ substantial 
reduction in the number of subjects. 

THE CHAIRMAN, in closing the Conference, 
said that the discussion on education had 
been most interesting and encouraging. 
standard of debate showed that there was 
nothing much the matter with the training 
of those members who were attending the 
conference. It was a great encouragement 
to the Committee to have their views. 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LVII.—Disappointments 


I AM not writing this in a downcast 
frame of mind, although there are 
times when one does find oneself strug- 
gling against depression about all the 
things that can go wrong on a job. I will 
not dwell on the disappointments an 
architect suffers on design: these are all 
too familiar to most of us. What I want to 
look at are the disappointments which 
any thinking, skilled craftsman must meet 
in his daily work. 

He lays a floor and somebody immedi- 
ately walks on it before it is set; he paints 
a door and one of his mates puts his 
dirty fingers on it; he plasters a wall and 
the corners get knocked off almost in a 
twinkling; he glazes a window and sure 
enough something is put through it. 
These, my friends, are the ordinary disap- 
pointments occurring every day of every 
week on every building job, but you don’t 
think the skilled craftsman goes home 


and forgets them, do you? 
How often do we call for work to be 
‘protected’ and how often is this pre- 
caution skipped to 
> save money? Do we 
think of the man’s 
disappointment when 
his work is spoiled 
by this neglect? The 
unskilled or careless 
J j workman, on the 
/ other hand, is 
eo immune from these 
+ loan A piestrsanTe disappointments: he 
just causes disap- 

pointment to others. 

The foreman has his disappointments, 
too, when the architect condemns work. 
You may say it is his own fault for not 
seeing that it was done properly in the 
first place, but he is disappointed never- 
theless to think that somebody could not 
be trusted to do a good job. I am sure 
he has to go home with many disap- 
pointments on his mind, and when his 
wife says ‘You sound a bit fed up 
tonight, Joe,’ he probably tries to explain. 
It is the man living on the job who 
suffers because of these things: the office 
doesn’t know of  them—materials 
promised but not delivered, pieces miss- 
ing, wrong sizes sent, and so on. 

Perhaps the gardéner is one of the 
worst sufferers in this respect. Many of 
our housing estates, for instance, are laid 
out with grass, shrubs and lawns, and for 
a short time they look charming. He has 
taken great care over his work and he 
knows if it is not maintained it will soon 
deteriorate. But he, more than anyone, 
is usually disappointed. 

So many of these disappointments are 
caused by nothing more than thoughtless- 
ness, carelessness or selfishness. Is it not 
possible to eliminate all three? At least, 
we might try.

: ILAN TODAY’ in five languages, is 
mainly a collection of photographs 
which show the extensive building or re- 
building which has been carried out over 
recent years in that city. Without exception, 
according to the evidence afforded, this 
impressive number of new buildings is all of 
what is generally called ‘the modern idiom.’ 
A study of the illustrations may raise the 
question as to what ‘the modern idiom’ 
really is. There is probably no definitive 
answer to this apparently simple question. 
All the designs shown in this book fall 
somewhere between two selected extremes. 
On the one hand we have the strict and 
stark adherence to utilitarian function with 
direct exposure—if that is the permissible 
word—of the structural mearis by which it is 
embodied. If those strictures and limitations 
are accepted, if the architect’s own function 
is covered by them, even if it is admitted that 
there are more ways of killing a cat than 
hanging it, the answer is bound to be near 
the pragmatic end of the scale. 

But the question may arise, and it is clear 
from a study of this book that it frequently 
has arisen, as to whether this strict utilitarian 
functionalism is really enough. The question 
resolves itself into two related enquiries; is 
it enough that the truth should be told or 
should it manifestly and emphatically be 
seen to be told, and is it a ‘function’ of 
architecture itself to stimulate emotion 
beyond that which might arise from this 
manifest expression of truth. Such questions 
bring us very close to the philosophy or 
aesthetic of the Renaissance Baroque. If 
the implications of such questions are 
accepted how far will technics go and where 
and when does artistry come in? 

On page 98 there is an illustration of a 
little fagade in the viale Palmanova by the 
architect Salvadé. We may assume that 
utilitarian and technical considerations re- 
quired a blank wall with a door near the top 
and a stair going up to it. But can it be 
that such requirements alone gave this build- 
ing its singular quality of evocation? In 
this as in many other instances a conscious 
effort to stimulate emotion beyond the limits 
of utilitarian function can be unmistakably 
discerned. 

These then are the buildings which lie at 
the other end of our scale. For convenience 


- we may call the two extremes Functionalism 


and Formalism. From a study of these 
pages we can say that in proportioning the 
just and equitable claims of each lies the 
designer’s most delicate and exacting task.

New Ways oF BuiLpinc. Edited by Eric 
de Maré, ARIBA. (London: The Archi- 
tectural Press.) Price 45s. 


IGHT sections, by as many authors, 

give information on the modern use of 
some of the most important building 
materials. In this third edition (the book 
was originally published in 1948) the editor 
has noted, helpfully, the main alterations 
and additions and it is apparent that efforts 
have been made to keep the information as 
up-to-date as possible. Deletions have been 
made and that is a noteworthy point for that 
rarely happens in revisions, the tendency is 
to add only. Not the least useful part by 
any means is the bibliography for each of 
the sections and some additional titles are 
noted with pleasure. 

The book, well printed and produced, con- 
tains both photographs and line drawings; 
whilst the majority are of suitably high 
standard to match the text there are, never- 
theless, some which are surprising in view 
of the interests of this publishing house in 
directions other than textbooks. Under- 
standably, in a book by several contributors, 
the draughtsmanship varies very consider- 
ably as, presumably, each section author has 
been responsible for his own line illustra- 
tions but the result emphasises the different 
parts of the book and does not detract 
unduly from the whole. 

It is difficult to avoid when writing on 
technical subjects the inclusion of trade 
names for products and, also, the names of 
firms. If, as in this instance, some names 
are included as examples then, most unfor- 
tunately, some equally good names are 
omitted and that is to be regretted by others 
besides the firms who have not ‘ gained a 
mention.” 

This volume does seem to fill the need of 
having an easily-understood and sound book 
on building materials and their uses between 
the elementary or student stage and the 
specialised knowledge stage at the other end.

d bye author of this book was born in a 

2-roomed cottage on a small farm near 
Kilgarvan, County Kerry. After serving in 
the Dublin police for several years he came 
to England in 1943 to earn his living as a 
labourer: In a humorously philosophising 
way, and with the aid of a good deal of 
dialogue that suggests a character out of 
J. M. Synge or Sean O’Casey, he records 
his experiences during the war years, and 
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after—as a labourer on an airfield in Cam. 
bridgeshire, as a platelayer on the Southern 
Railway, and as a housepaimter in London. 

Nothing very much happens but Mr, 
O'Donoghue writes so entertainingly that 
one reads on with unflagging interest. He is 
a lover of fine architecture and communi- 
cates his delight in Ely Cathedral and King’s 
College Chapel with an almost lyrical 
enthusiasm. Later, in another mood, he 
gives an admirably explicit description of the 
technical processes of platelaying. His 
account of how with great trepidation he 
insinuated himself into the decorating trade 
without the vestige of a qualification is most 
entertaining. 

The literary reputation that Mr. O° 
Donoghue achieved with his earlier work, 
‘In a Quiet Land,’ is certain to be enhanced 
by this book. He still works as a painter 
in London. But there can be little doubt 
that we should be hearing a good deal more 
of him as an author. G. J. How inc. 


THE FUNCTIONAL TRADITION IN EaRLy INDUs- 
TRIAL BUILDINGS, by J. M. Richards, with 
photographs by Eric de Maré. (The Archi- 
tectural Press, London). Price 36s. 


ps can be nothing but praise for the 
illustrations in this book, but the cap- 
tions, when disentangled, too often prove to 
be statements of the obvious. Professor 
Richards’ commentary is stimulating, per- 
haps because it is not entirely free from 
special pleading. The elegant architecture 
of the earlier industrial era represents the 
last phase of the Classical tradition in this 
country before it gave place to the Gothic 
revival which is still with us under the guise 
of modernism. Our author would have us 
believe that these lovely mills and bridges 
and maltings were the spontaneous creation 
of their almost anonymous and untaught 
builders, whom an architect like Soane did 
not disdain to imitate. The truth is, of course, 
the opposite. Two hundred years of 
scholarly obedience to the Classical disci- 
pline had brought our architectural vernacu- 
lar to such a fine point of sane economy of 
means that it was able to take in its stride 
the new requirements of industry and trans- 
port. Because of a Soane, a Langley, or a 
Halfpenny, the local builder-architect, 
apprentice-trained, knew the right propor- 
tions of a window or a doorway, the best 
relationship of void to solid, or the true 
function of a pediment. These buildings are 
beautiful, not just because they served par- 
ticularly well the practical purposes they 
were designed to serve, but because they 
obey the same rules that made the Parthenon 
beautiful. The examples to which Profes- 
sor Richards points as foreshadowing the 
repetitive *‘ post and panel’ of contemporary 
fashion are not perhaps the most attractive 
in the book, and it may not be altogether 
without significance that he has inadver- 
tently printed one of these upside down! 
To cherish hopes of humanising modern 
architecture by gazing at these delightful 
photographs (as many students will) is to 
deceive ourselves. The remedy for present 
discontents is to put aside the century-old 
fallacies of romantic criticism and return to 
a study of the eternal Greeks. This is a 
most valuable book for which we should be 
grateful.

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Construction in the Third Quarter of 1958 
SMALL INCREASES IN OUTPUT AND COSTS 


T= value of constructional work carried out in the third quarter of 1958 was £548 m., 
according to provisional figures compiled by the Ministry of Works. These figures, 
together with a provisional index number of production for the third quarter of the year, 
an index number of the cost of new constructional work and the provisional employment 
figures for October are shown on the schedules printed below. 


Work on new house building for public authorities in the third quarter of the year con- 
tinued to drop, but house building for private developers showed a large increase. New 
work, excluding housing, for public authorities also rose substantially. The value of 
work done on industrial building was, however, lower than a year ago, but the reduction 
is relatively small. 


Total output at current prices has risen by less than 1 per cent over the past 12 months. 
Building costs have also risen by less than 1 per cent in the same period. Production, 
measured by the official index, was the same in the third quarter as in the previous quarter 
and as in the third quarter of 1957.

STREAMLINING HOSPITAL 
BUILDING PLANS 


hye Ministry of Health is considering 
whether existing procedures for the pre- 
paration, submission and scrutiny of plans 
for ‘hospital . building throughout Britain 
could be streamlined in any way. 

This was stated by Mr. RICHARD THOMP- 
SON, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of 


- Health, during an adjournment debate in 


the Commons on November 25. 

He said that the Minister was extremely 
anxious to accelerate these procedures. 

Answering criticism about the depart- 
ment’s actions over the proposed Crawley 
Hospital, he said that the regional board 
had already put the project out to tender. 
It estimated that the remaining stages, 
including scrutiny of the tenders, depart- 
mental approval and the time for the con- 
tractor to get his labour to the site would 
be completed in time for the work to begin 
before the end of this financial year, and 
all concerned were impressed with the vital 
importance of keeping to that date. 

Mr. Thompson rejected a suggestion for 
a departmental inquiry, pointing out that it 
would not serve any useful purpose for the 
scheme. The basic facts of the scheme were 
known, and an inquiry would be a grave 
disadvantage at this late stage when all 
were anxious to get the thing moving. 

The scheme under discussion was accepted 
in 1955 as part of the first new major hos- 
pital building programme. The arlier 
scheme for Crawley was abandoned, and 
the town would get a better hospital under 
the new and larger scheme. It was worth 
accepting the delay in favour of something 
of an adequate and permanent nature. 

The department did not get the working 
drawings and bills of quantities until October 
15 this year. The drawings were not pre- 
pared by the department or the board, but 
by a firm of architects appointed by the 
board to plan the hospital. The firm was a 
reputable and responsible one. 

He indicated that in October, 1956, when 
the department had reached the point of 
being able to approve the sketch plans, sub- 
ject to the board receiving planning con- 
sent to the re-siting of the boiler house, the 
planning authority objected to the hospital 
being built on the site of the existing hos- 
pital and wanted it moved to the other end 
of the town. 

After a public inquiry the Minister 
decided in favour of the site proposed by the 
board and that decision was issued in June 
last year. 


ARCHITECTS AND SCULPTORS 


a relationship between architects and 
sculptors in the adornment of build- 
ings was discussed by LorD MOotTTISTONE, 
FRIBA, in the House of Lords on Novem- 
ber 20. He was speaking during a debate 
on a motion relating to the proposal to 
place a memorial to the R.34 at London Air- 
port. 

The memorial, which is the work of Mr. 
Lynn Chadwick, was the subject of much 
criticism by other peers, from whom there 


was an almost overwhelming demand for 
the Minister of Transport to reconsider its 
suitability. 

Lorp MOrTTISTONE said that architects 
owed a great debt of gratitude to sculptors 
for their mastery of form and texture which 
had added gifts of incalculable worth to the 
adornment of the buildings which they 
designed or to their fittings. 

He confessed to having produced some 
remarkably immature pieces of sculpture. 
He had worked in clay from the living 
model. So he had at least gained some 
insight into the host of difficulties that beset 
sculptors, and could sympathise with the 
desire of some of them to break away from 
the bonds of truth and exactitude. 

If that had led to as strenuous a contro- 
versy as he thought there was in art as a 
whole, it was a healthy sign. Art would be 
in poor shape if it did not rouse these lively 
feelings on each side, but in passing he 
regretted that conventional opinions otf 
traditions were not better ranged against the 
publicity guided missiles of mere sensation- 
alism. 

It was not on the question of the wide 
divergence between the conventional and the 
experimental that he wished to speak. He 
wished to emphasise the importance of the 
proper relation between the artifact and its 
location and purpose. He felt that the pur- 
pose of sculpture should be sufficiently 
apparent to a normal person so that a long 
description of it should not be necessary. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Overspill Agreements 


Mr. WATKINS asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and Minister for 
Welsh Affairs how many overspill agree- 
ments had been signed between local authori- 
ties in the Midlands and those in Wales; how 
many people were affected; and which receiv- 
ing authorities in Wales had received any 
of the overspill population. 

Mr. BROOKE stated in a written reply on 
November 24: Overspill agreements with 
Birmingham Corporation have been signed 
by five local authorities in Wales and 
approved by me under Section 4 of the Town 
Development Act, 1952. The agreements do 
not specify the total number of people who 
might be affected, and no authorities in 
Wales have yet received overspill population 
under them. 


Slum Clearance Subsidy 

Mr. RANDALL asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what review 
he had made for the rate of subsidy for new 
houses provided for the rehousing of slum- 
clearance tenants. 

Mr. BROOKE stated iv a written reply on 
November 25: I continually keep housing 
matters under review. So far as subsidy for 
slum clearance is concerned, I see no reason 
for altering the present sum of £22 Is. Od. 
per house per annum. 

Mr. BROOKE, in answer to a question by 
Mr. Gower, said that for the whole of Wales, 
it was estimated that in 1951 some 598,000 
dwellings had a piped water supply, and that 
the corresponding figure at September 30, 
1958, was 704,000. 


Grand Theatre, Southampton 


Sir Eric ErRInGTON asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether his 
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attention had been called to the recent clo 
sure and proposed demolition of the Grand 
Theatre, Southampton; what planning per- 
mission had been granted for the site to be 
rendered vacant; and whether, to facilitate 
the retention of the theatre, he would revoke 
such planning permission. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
stated in a written reply on November 18: 
I am informed that in May last the South- 
ampton Corporation gave planning permis- 
sion in outline for the erection of a block 
of shops on a site which includes the site 
of this theatre. While I sympathise with the 
regret at the prospect of this theatre being 
demolished, I have no reason to suppose. 
on the information before me, that revoca- 
tion of this planning permission would be 
justified. 


Hampton Site Proposal 


Mr. PARKER asked the Minister of Works, 
to what use he proposed to put the Hamp- 
ton site recently acquired for a future exten 
sion of the National Gallery until required 
for that purpose. 

Mr. HuGH MOLSON: Until the site is re- 
quired for Gallery purposes it is my duty to 
secure the best possible return on the 
considerable capital outlay consistent with 
safeguarding the amenities. Accordingly) 
when I take possession of the site I shall 
seek a suitable tenant and I shall invite in- 
quiries as soon as possible. 


Law Courts Renovation 


Mr. KNox CUNNINGHAM asked the Minister 
of Works to what extent the cleaning of the 
central hall of the Royal Courts of Justice 
was being carried out under contract; what 
was the estimated cost, and when it would 
be completed. 

Mr. HARMAR NICHOLLS: The cleaning of 
the central hall of the Royal Courts of 
Justice is being carried out wholly under 
contract at an estimated cost of £3,250. It 
should be completed by December. This 
work is only part of a larger programme 
of cleaning and decorating carried out this 
year. That part of the work which affected 
the Courts themselves was completed during 
the long vacation, leaving only the work on 
the central hall to be done later. 


Protecting Roads from Snow 


Mr. J. C. JENNINGS asked the Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Ministry of Works, as 
representing the Lord President of the Coun- 
ci, what research was being done to mitigate 
the road dangers arising from snow and ice 
on the roads in winter. 

Mr. NICHOLLS: The Road _ Research 
Laboratory is investigating means of 
electrically heating road surfaces, and an 
experimental surface of this kind has been 
laid at West Drayton, Middlesex. It is 
hoped, shortly, to lay another on a new road- 
bridge, to be constructed at Slough. Also 
research by the Laboratory on the design 
and siting of snow fences has shown how 
effective they can be in hindering the forma- 
tion of drifts.

SIR WAVELL WAKEFIELD asked the Minister 
of Works, what was the estimated cost of a 
lift up to the top of Big Ben; what was the 
estimated revenue likely to be obtained from

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visitors if a lift were constructed; and why 
proposals for the construction of such a lift 
had always been rejected by his department. 


Mr. HarRMAR NICHOLLS, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Works, replying on 
November 18, said: There would be con- 
siderable practical difficulties in installing a 
lift. It is estimated that if these difficulties 
could be overcome the cost might be in the 
neighbourhood of £20,000. I do not feel able 
to estimate the likely revenue but, owing to 
limitations of space, the number of visitors 
at any one time would be severely restricted. 
In rejecting previous proposals my depart- 
ment have had in mind the heavy capital cost, 
the doubt whether the project would be 
economic and there is also, of course, the 
question of whether it would be acceptable 
to the authorities of the Palace of Westmin- 
ster and to Hon. Members themselves. 


Industrial Development Certificates 


Mr. CLEDWYN HuGues asked the President 
of the Board of Trade how many applications 
for industrial development certificates had 
been received by his department during the 
six months ended October 31, 1958; and how 
many were rejected, 


Mr. JoHN Ropcers, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Board of Trade, replying on November 
25, said that 1,461 applications involving 
about 31 million sq. ft. had been received 
during this period, and 25 applications total- 
ling about 1.4 m. sq. ft. had been rejected. 
In addition, many proposals were modified 
as a result of interviews with the firms. 


Public Inquiries Procedure 


Mr. HouGHTon asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government to what 
extent the new procedure for public inquiries 
announced on February 28, 1958, related to 
reports of inspectors on public inquiries 
covering disputed planning permission; and 
whether he would apply the new procedure 
to inquiries held before February 27, 1958, 
on which the decision of the Minister had 
still to be announced. 


Mr. BEVINS, in a written reply on Novem- 
ber 19, stated: This procedure relates to the 
reports of all inquiries held after February 
27 in cases arising under Part III of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. The 
Minister cannot agree that it should be 
applied to earlier inquiries. 


Farm Building Research 


Mr. WILLey asked the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food, as representing the 
Lord President of the Council, whether he 
would make a further statement on the 
work of the Farm Building Research 
Committee. 


Mr. Hare, in a written reply on Novem- 
ber 20, referred Mr. Willey to a reply on 
June 16, in which he said a great deal of 
preliminary work was necessary before the 
committee could formulate a programme of 
research. He added: They are engaged on 
a survey of existing farm buildings and in 
collating the relevant information on 
research carried out both in this country and 
abroad. The committee are pressing on with 
these preliminary tasks and good progress 
has been made. But it will take some time 
before they are completed. 


FACTORY INSULATION 


HE Government were asked in a short 
debate in the Commons on December 1 
why the regulations prescribing the minimum 
standards of insulation for new factory 
buildings only related to the roofs and not 
the walls, floors and windows, and whether 
they intended to introduce at some future 
date further regulations to deal with these 
aspects. 


Sir IAN Horosrn, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, said there were two 
reasons for the choice. He was advised, and 
surprised, that about 80 per cent. of all new 
factories were one-storey buildings. Not 
only so, but the modern roof construction 
was frequently saw-shaped so that the area 
in the roof through which heat could escape 
was out of all proportion to the amount of 
heat lost through the floors, walls or 
windows, Thus they were advised that by 
dealing with the roofs they would be dealing 
with the bulk of the trouble. The other 


BRIXTON SCHOOL OF BUILDING 
Annual Prize Distribution 


f te annual distribution of prizes of the 
LCC Brixton School of Building was 
held in the Congress Hall of the TUC, Great 
Russell-street, WC1, on November 26 under 
the chairmanship of Mr. R. G. Norman, 
FIOB, chairman of Governors. The prizes 
were presented by Mr. N. S. Farrow, MBE, 
FIOB, president of the LMBA. . 


Mr. D. A. G. Rein, Principal of the 
school, in his report stated that the rapid 
increase in the number of students in tech- 
nical colleges is still so recent a pheno- 
menon as to attract the major part of the 
attention given to technical education. The 
immense advance made immediately after 
1945 appeared, at the time, likely to be fol- 
lowed by a period of consolidation and 
steady development. ‘It can now be seen,’ 
said Mr. Reid, ‘that the recession in num- 
bers was of remarkably short duration and 
that, from about 1952 onwards, the growth 
of full-time and part-time day courses 
gathered pace rapidly, probably to the extent 
of 10 per cent. per year. 


He then went on to say that it was not 
generally realised that the standards of work 
demanded of students are also rising rapidly. 
Professional institutions have been revising 
their examination schemes and each revision 
involves additional work for those seeking 
to qualify for corporate membership. 


Mr. Reid also stated that the steady 
improvement in the academic qualities of 
the students seeking admission to these 
courses reflected both the increasing size of 
the age group and the tendency of secondary 
school pupils to stay longer at school. * Only 
in courses for craft apprentices do numbers 
remain stagnant and the slow decline in 
recruitment to craft apprenticeship over the 
last 10 years is, every year, seen in sharper 
contrast to the trends in other branches of 
training for industry, he said. The growth 
in numbers of full-time and sandwich course 
students had been accompanied by a steady 
increase in the activities of the Students’ 
Union and the sense of corporate life among 
students was probably deeper than ever 
before. Students were now prepared to 
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reason was that of cost. The cost of deal- 
ing with the walls, and still more with the 
floors, would be out of all proportion to 
that for roofs. For those reasons they felt 
they were doing the right thing by going for 
the roofs and leaving the others. He would 
not like to hold out any hope that the 
Minister had any intention in mind at the 
moment of going further than these regula- 
tions. 

On the question of fire risk, it was not in- 
tended that, in an effort to get people to 
Obey the regulations, designers and 
builders might be encouraged to produce 
roofs which were highly insulated but which, 
in the search for high insulation, led to a 
possible fire risk. No material was pre- 
scribed by the regulations. All that was said 
was that if certain materials which had as 
part of their constitution straw or rubber 
or other things were used, it must be so done 
that they did not increase the risk of fire. 
He understood that the BSI was producing 
a Code of Practice. 


interest themselves in various branches of 
students’ activities—social meetings, social 
functions, sports, the magazine—and the life 
of the college was thereby stimulated.

It had to be 
backed by loyalty, diligence and a reputation 
for reliability. Given these qualities, the 
future had indeed great things in store for 
the young trainee of today.

LAW REPORTS 


Contravention of LCC By-Laws: 
Architects and Builders in 
Breach Contract 


Court of Appeal. Before the Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Cohen and Lord Justice Sellers. 
Cinema News and Property Management 
Ltd. v. Townsends (Builders) Ltd. and David 
A. Wilkie and Partners. 
— Court of Appeal on November 28 
decided that the former owners of 92 
Cheyne-walk, Chelsea, SW, were entitled to 
damages for breach of contract-against both 
the builders, Townsends (Builders) Ltd., of 
Dean-street, London, W, and architects, 
Messrs. David A. Wilkie and Partners, 
chartered architects and surveyors, of 
Chancery-lane, WC, in respect of alterations 
effected at the house. 

The builders and the architects failed to 
get prior planning permission and the work 
was found to be in contravention of LCC 
by-laws. The building owners, Cinema News 
and Property Management Ltd., of Wardour- 
street, W, later gave an undertaking to the 
local authority that they would comply with 
the regulations. 

At Westminster County Court Judge Sir 
Edgar Dale held that both builders and 
architects were entitled to be paid for their 
work, but awarded the building owners £126 
damages against the architects for breach of 
contract. He found that, in the circum- 
stances, the architects were to blame for fail- 
ing to get planning permission and for the 
breach of by-laws. 

On cross-appeals by the building owners 
and the architects, the Master of the Rolls 
(Lord Evershed), Lord Cohen and Lord 
Justice Sellers varied the County Court 
judgment on damages. 

Lorp EVERSHED said the County Court 
judge based the damages on the cost of re- 
instatement of the building. His lordship 
thought the proper figure was the cost of 
making the premises comply with the regula- 
tions, namely £162 10s. The building 
owners were entitled to recover that sum 
from either builders or architects because 
both were in breach of contract. 


Dispute Over Payment for Gas 
Installation: Builder’s Appeal 
Succeeds 


Court of Appeal, before the Master of the 
Rolls and Lords Justices Sellers and Pearce. 
A. Schofield (Builders) Ltd. v. Scarborough 
Corporation. 

HE Court of Appeal on November 6 

allowed by a majority an appeal by A. 
Schofield (Builders) Ltd., of St. Bedes, 
Hornsea, Yorks., against a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Pilcher in their dispute with 
Scarborough Borough Council over payment 
for the installation of gas services in 70 
houses erected by Schofields for the Corpor- 
ation in 1953. 

Owing to an error by a Corporation 
official, the contracts referred to houses of 
a different type and failed to state clearly 
whether the cost was to be met by the 
builders on a ‘ prime cost’ basis. 

An arbitrator (Mr. Rex Procter) to whom 
the dispute was referred, held that in the 
case of six houses, of a type specified in the 


contracts, £36 10s. each should be deducted 
from the builders’ remuneration, but in the 
case of the remainder the builders should 
pay the actual cost of the installation. The 
arbitrator also directed that the parties pay 
their own costs. 

It was stated that, in fact, the actual cost 
of installation was lower than the ‘ prime 
cost’ figures suggested by both sides, 

Mr. Justice Pilcher, to whom the Corpora- 
tion appealed, held that a * prime cost’ figure 
had to be implied in the contracts, said that 
the ‘reasonable’ figure was £16 10s. per 
house, and ordered the builders to pay all 
the costs. 

The builders asked the Appeal Court to 
restore the arbitrator’s award, and 1n a cross- 
appeal, the Corporation asked the court to 
substitute an alternative award of the 
arbitrator. This was for £36 10s. or 
£34 12s. 10d. per house, according to type. 

The Appeal Court set aside Mr. Justice 
Pilcher’s judgment, restored the arbitrator's 
original award, and gave the builders the 
costs of the appeal and of the proceedings 
before the judge. The Corporation's cross- 
appeal was dismissed, with costs. 

Giving his reserved judgment, the MASTER 
OF THE RoLts (Lord Evershed) said the 
arbitrator’s award was both full and careful. 
In the case of a previous contract the prime 
cost figure of £16 10s. was deducted, and the 
builders informally agreed to erect the 
houses under the new contracts for £1,405 
each, the same as the price charged by 
another company. 

It appeared to be £10 more per house than 
under the previous Schofield contract but 
was in fact £10 less because the prime cost 
figure for gas installation was £36 10s. The 
difference was attributable to the fact that 
it was intended to cover installation of a gas 
cooker. Work had begun a considerable 
time on the new houses before the contracts 
were signed, and instead of providing for 
‘HE 3’ and HE 1” houses, as in the previous 
contract, provided mainly for houses of * A.’ 
‘B, ‘D’ or NF/AS type. 

The clauses in the contracts relating to 
gas installation were not appropriately 
amended and the misfortunes which resulted 
were in a large measure attributable to the 
hurry of the business. No reference was 
made to other than ‘HE’ houses. The 
builders’ surveyor did not read the contracts 
and the fact was that on the signing the 
parties had quite different and equally 
erroneous assumptions as to what the con- 
tracts provided. The arbitrator took the 
view that the loss should lie where it fell. 

Under a further contract after the errors 
had come to light, a prime cost figure of 
£36 10s. or £34 12s. 10d. (according to type) 
was agreed. 

The arbitrator held that there must, on 
general principles, be implied a general con- 
dition that provision of the gas installation 
was part of the contractual obligation, and 
this was now conceded by the appellant com- 
pany. On the figures the difference between 
the parties was not very large but costs of 
litigation had become substantial and, if the 
judgment were upheld, would fall on the 
builders. That was the sting. 

His lordship continued that, before a court 
could exercise its remedial powers, it had to 
be clear exactly what. had been accidentally 
omitted or mis-stated. He felt considerable 
sympathy with the judge in his attempt to 
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arrive at a conclusion which would do justice 
between the parties. If the function of the 
court were to improve a bargain by adding 
what would be reasonable and just, there 
would be much to recommend the judge's 
view, but that had been held not to be the 
Court’s function. 

A prime cost sum was fixed arbitrarily in 
advance and was intended to give a building 
owner a large amount of latitude, but it 
appeared to have little to do with the matte: 
of reasonableness between the parties. 

His lordship would allow the appeal and 
dismiss the cross-appeal, 

Lorp Justice SELLERS, dissenting, said if 
the written contract had been adhered to, the 
Court would have had difficulty in interfer- 
ing. A contract under seal ought not lightly 
to be held to be inaccurate. 

He agreed with Mr. Justice Pilcher that the 
parties had agreed that gas installation was 
to be provided on a prime cost basis. That 
implication necessarily involved an implica- 
tion as to payment. He would therefore dis- 
miss both appeal and cross-appeal. 

Lorp JUSTICE PEARCE, agreeing with Lord 
Evershed, said insertion of a prime cost 
figure was not essential to the business effi- 
cacy of the contracts. The parties were never 
agreed that there should be a prime cost item 
for an unspecified or a ‘reasonable’ figure. 


PENSION FUND FOR BUILDERS’ 
STAFFS 
More Firms Join NFBTE Scheme 


thy their report for the year ended May 31. 
1958, the Trustees of the NFBTE Staff 
Pension Fund (for the staffs of building 
firms) mention that during the year nine 
further firms joined the scheme, bringing 
the total number of contributing employers 
to 109. 

Forty-seven contributing employers have 
adopted the alternative life assurance scheme 
which provides a higher rate of life assurance 
benefit for male employees. This scheme. 
which was mentioned in the last report made 
by the Trustees to the NFBTE Council, is 
designed to use the reduction afforded by the 
Finance Act, 1958, to provide some 
additional benefit where it is most needed. 

During the year the Trustees, after con- 
sultation with contributing employers, de 
cided to adopt the offer of their insurers 
to place the group pension policy on a ‘ with 
profits’ basis. This change should, over a 
period, show a reduction in fhe net cost of 
the scheme to the employer. The first dis- 
tribution of profits is expected to take place 
on June 1, 1959. The life assurance scheme 
is already on a profit-sharing basis. 

The Trustees have under consideration the 
Government White Paper issued in October, 
1958. One of the most important features 
of the Government proposals is that em- 
ployed persons who are members of existing 
occupational pension schemes of an 
approved standard may be exempted from 
the requirement to participate in the 
extended State scheme. 

The Trustees will be keeping in touch with 
developments in this matter so that they will 
be in a position to advise the NFBTE 
Council on any changes to the present 
‘arrangements which may be found neces- 
sary in order to make the fund as advan- 
tageous as possible to member firms.

BUILDING TEACHERS’ 
CONFERENCE 


Autumn Meeting 


THE AUTUMN meeting of the Building 
Teachers’ Conference was held on Novem- 
ber 22 at the Hammersmith College of Art 
and Building, by kind permission of the 
Principal, Mr, E. M. Rice. 

The president, Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, 
FIOB, took the chair at the morning session, 
when the subject for discussion was ‘ Ther- 
mal Insulation and Fire Hazard.’ Mr. 
EmMERIG, of Turners Asbestos Cement Com- 
pany, Ltd., discussed the implications of the 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) 
Act, with its Fire Prevention Clause. He 
interpreted briefly the revised building by- 
laws and showed how the application of 
asbestos and asbestos-cement materials to 
the different parts of a structure could satisfy 
all requirements. 

Mr. L. A. ASHTON, BSc, of the Fire 
Research Station, gave a brief account of 
the history of Fire Research and the subse- 
quent formation of the Joint Fire Research 
Organisation, He stated that structural fire 
protection had three aims: safety of life, 
mitigation of damage, and provision for fire- 
fighting. Research was being carried out into 
the most suitable method of treating com- 
bustible lining materials to reduce the spread 
of fire. 

The annual general meeting was held in 
the afternoon. Following reports by the 
Hon. secretary and the Hon. treasurer, Mr. 
R. W. Cave, FRIBA, Head of the School of 
Architecture and Building, Oxford, was 
installed as the 11th president of the Con- 
ference. In his address, he compared build- 
ing education today with conditions when 
the first conference was held in 1948. He 
showed how, though some aims of building 


teachers in 1948 had been achieved, there 
was still much to be done, and he hoped the 
conference could continue to provide the 
necessary liaison between the ‘Three 
Estates’ — building employers, building 
operatives, and building teachers. 


FIXED PRICE TENDERING 
REJECTED 
Buckinghamshire’s Decision 

BUCKINGHAMSHIRE county works commit- 
tee has now definitely decided not to agree 
to the proposal by Mr. Henry Brooke, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
that the council should invite fixed price 
tenders for building work, subject to certain 
conditions, 

At that time the committee reported that 
they had decided to follow and further to 
develop their practice of inviting fixed time 
tenders, and not to take any action on the 
Minister's plan for the present. 

The committee now report that they have 
kept a careful watch on the position. 

Details have been published from time to 
time in the technical Press of tenders which 
were invited on alternative bases {i.ec. both 
as fixed price tenders and as tenders subject 
to a fluctuation clause), and the committee 
find that this evidence confirms their view 
that the builder who is compelled to build 
to a fixed price tender usually includes in 
his tender a generous allowance to cover 
possible increases in prices of labour and 
materials. 

They are satisfied, therefore, that a con- 
tract subject to a fluctuation clause, if car- 
ried out expeditiously, will show a sub- 
stantial saving as compared with a fixed 
price contract. 


TOWER CRANE OPERATORS 

Extra Payments from January 5 

ADDITIONAL payments for men operating 
tower cranes were considered at a meeting 
of the National Joint Council for the Build- 
ing Industry held on October 30. Recom- 
mendations of a committee, to which the 
subject had been referred for detailed 
examination and report, were adopted. This 
involved an Operatives’ Constitutional 
Amendment Notice seeking a provision in 
the National Working Rules for extra pay- 
ment. The following additions to the NWR 
are as follows:— 

A new clause is to be added to NWR 
3B (e}—Cranes, whereby drivers of travel- 
ling or climbing tower cranes up to but not 
including three tons maximum lifting 
capacity in the travelling condition at mini- 
mum radius are to receive 5d. per hour 
above labourers’ rate; three tons and over 
lifting capacity—6d. per hour above 
labourers’ rate. 

NWR 3A is to have a new clause added 
to the effect that when a free-standing 
travelling towér crane is operated from a 
control platform above ground level the 
driver is to receive additional payment under 
the following scale:-— 

Control platform over 50 ft. and up to 

100 ft. above ground level—id. per hour 

extra. Control platform over 100 ft. and 

up to 150 ft. above ground level—2d. per 
hour extra. Control platform over 150 ft. 
above ground level—3d. per hour extra. 

The payments are to operate with effect 
from Monday, January 5, 1959. 
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BUILDING CONTRACTS 


Two Special Courses to be Repeated 

Two special courses of lectures arranged 
by Brixton School of Building during the 
current term were over-subscribed and are 
to be repeated after Christmas. 

Mr. Donald Keating, in his course of six 
lectures on ‘Building Contracts Today’ 
deals, first, with certain general aspects of 
the subject, including making the contract, 
its terms, variations and default. He devotes 
the later lectures to a more detailed study of 
the RIBA Form of Contract, particularly in 
respect of recent revisions. 

In the present course, given at the Building 
Centre, the discussion is proving of great 
interest, especially since contributions come 
from professional men concerned with build- 
ing as well as from building contractors, The 
second course will be given on Wednesday 
evenings, January 28 to March 4 inclusive, 
at, Brixton School of Building, SW4. 

The second course to be repeated is ‘ The 
Organisation of Plant for Building Con- 
tracts’ in which Mr. G. A. Roberts deals 
with the planning problems associated with 
equipment for excavation, materials hand- 
ling, concrete mixing and placing, formwork, 
scaffolding and power provision. The group 
has been kept relatively small and, for the 
second series, will be restricted to 24 places. 
The lectures will be given again on Tuesday 
evenings, January 27 to March 3 inclusive 
at Ferndale-road.

‘The Structure of the Industry’ 


A WEEK-END CONFERENCE to discuss the 
Structure of the Building Industry has been 
arranged for December 12-14 at St. Edmund 
Hall, Oxford, by the Southern Counties Con 
sultative Committee of Architects and 
Builders.

Proceedings open on Friday evening, 
December 12, when Mr. Ian M. Leslie, OBE, 
JP (Editor of The Builder) will speak on 
‘The Structure of the Building Industry and 
its Relation to the Economy as a whole.’ On 
Saturday morning Mr. George Grenfell 
Baines, ARIBA, AMTPI, will address the 
conference on ‘ Pre-Planning and Cost Con- 
trol in Building,’ and a discussion will be 
led by Mr. Peter H. P. Lovell, MIOB.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Hastings Building Expenditure 


bt gece Corporation has approved a 

£900,000 capital expenditure pro- 
gramme—an all-time ‘high ’—for 1959-60, 
after hearing from its Finance Committee’s 
chairman that proposals submitted by the 
spending committees would have involved 
an expenditure of £1,068,017. Housing, it 
was reported, took 40 per cent. of the total 
allocation, a fact which evoked a warning 
from Alderman H. W. Rymill, the chairman 
of the Finance Committee, that if the Hous- 
ing Committee continued to build houses at 
the present rate of interest their problem 
would be to find people who could afford to 
pay the rents. 


New Reservoir 


Liverpool Corporation has confirmed its 
decision to proceed with its scheme for the 
construction of a new reservoir in the 
Tryweryn area of North Wales. The scheme 
will involve the flooding of the Tryweryn 
Valley and the submerging of several houses 
in the village. 


Nuclear Power Station Construction 


A short course of five lectures on ‘ Nuclear 
Power Station Construction’ is to be held 
at South-East London Technical College 
Building Department, commencing’ on 
January 12, at the annexe situated in 
Worsley Bridge-road, SE26. Fee for the 
course is ten shillings and. those interested 
must enrol by January 5, next. Principal 
lecturers are Mr. A. L. Brake, AMIStructE 
and Mr. W. A. Gillingham, AIPHE, MRSH. 


Plumbing Scholarships 


The Plumbing Trades National Appren- 
ticeship Council’s National Plumbing 
Scholarships, which have been awarded to 
52 plumbing students since 1948 and which 
represent cash to a total value of £2,600, 
have been awarded again this year. Four 
awards were made as follows: Area No. 1— 
G. J. W. Marsh, of Hildenborough, Kent; 
Area No, 2—G. M. Summer, of Southport, 
Lancs; Area No. 3—F. H. Levesley, of 
Spalding, Lincs; Area No. 4—A. B. Whyte, 
of Forfar, Scotland. Applications for the 
1959 Scholarships are now invited.

Industrial Health Report 


The first separate Annual Report of the 
Chief Inspector of Factories on Industrial 
Health was published on October 29. In 
a general review of the year’s work the Chief 
Inspector states that it became evident 
during that time that factory occupiers were 
not giving sufficient attention to first-aid 
treatment in factories. Measures to stimulate 
recruitment and training of first-aiders dis- 
cussed during the year had subsequently 
been taken. The report is obtainable from 
HMSO, price 3s. 





Advertising Housing Contracts 


Haltemprice Housing Committee (Yorks) 
are to tell the Federation of Master Builders 
that they will not change their methods of 
advertising for tenders for housing contracts, 
The Federation had asked the committee to 
include in future advertisements the times 
in which contracts had to be completed. Sug- 
gesting that the committee should stick to 
their present practice the clerk to the council, 
Mr. A. B. Glasspool, said if they agreed to 
this the next time they got two tenders they 
might be exactly the same. They nearly had 
this the last time. He said if they left the 
time factor to the tenderer then competency 
being equal, they would give the contract 
to the tender with the shorter period. He 
said it was for the tenderers to tell them that 
they could do certain work for a certain price 
in a certain time. Coun. W. Smallwood, 
chairman, commented that all the firms who 
tendered had a very good idea of the time 
factor. 


Safety Training Centre Courses 


The 1959 programme for the Industrial 
Safety Training Centre operated by the 
Birmingham and District Industrial Safety 
Group has been published. No fewer than 
66 courses have been arranged for the com- 
ing year, These cover all kinds of engineer- 
ing subjects, as well as courses of interest 
to the chemical, electrical and building 
industries, There are also specialist courses 
for safety engineers, plant engineers, main- 
tenance workers, etc. Details may be 
obtained on application to 22 Summer-road, 
Acocks Green, Birmingham. 


Smokeless Fuel By-Law 


At its next meeting Southampton Borough 
Council will be asked to adopt a by-law 
making it compulsory to install in all new 
houses and flats built in the town either 
smokeless fuel grates or some kind of heat- 
ing appliance suitably designed for using 
gas, electricity, or various types of coke and 
anthracite. Although the by-law will not 
make it compulsory to burn smokeless fuels 
—only to have the appropriate appliances 
—it is designed to make the change-over to 
smokeless fuels easier when the Council 
does decide to institute ‘smoke control 
areas.” 


TEA BREAKS 
Ending of Practice Advocated 


THE general desire of builders to eliminate 
tea breaks in the industry was mentioned by 
Mr. F. RussoNn, a past president of the Mid- 
land Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, in a speech to members of the 
Evesham and District Association of Build- 
ing Trade Employers on November 28. 

‘I think we all should like to do away 
with tea breaks,’ he said. ‘ There are certain 
circumstances in which some builders cannot 
do away with them but I should say that 
in the Evesham area, provided all members 
were loyal, you could do the same as they 
have done in Oldham and stop them.’ 

The question of tea breaks had been dis- 
cussed at Birmingham, Midland and National 
level, Mr. Russon said, but he thought it 
was up to every builder to make up his own 
mind whether he would continue with them 
or not. 
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PRIVATE WORK BY COUNCIL 
EMPLOYEES 
Bexhill Act on Builders’ Complaint 


A COMPLAINT from the Bexhill Associa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers to the 
Town Council, alleging that certain 
employees of the council had been carry- 
ing out housing development work in thei: 
spare time, has resulted in one employee 
being informed that he has contravened 
a condition of service. He has been given 
a month to ‘wind up his affairs, and has 
been told that if it happens again, he will 
be dismissed. 

The council’s finance and general purposes 
committee recommended the council to say 
that, while they had complete confidence in 
the members of the staff, they were agreed 
that the officer concerned had acted in 
contravention of Clause 37 of the National 
Scheme of Conditions of Service. 

Speaking on the resolution, CLLR, A. S. J. 
STEVENS said they had agreed that Clause 
37 did mean that an officer gave individual 
allegiance to the authority employing him. 
*In recent months,’ said Mr. Stevens. * many 
of us have heard a great deal of public ex- 
pression of opinion on this. . . Whatever 
justification there has been in the past for 
criticism of individual members of the staff 
and the council, I hope it will prove as a 
result of this recommendation that we have 
taken steps to put our house in order.’ 

Ciir. A. H. STONE, emphasising that the 
council had complete confidence in their 
staff, said: ‘ There may have been one or two 
black sheep not prepared to play by the 
rules, and we feel these rules have now been 
amplified, and there is now no question of 
not knowing where they stand. Any further 
breach will have serious consequences.’ 

The resolution was approved by the 
council. 


CELLULAR BRICKS 


Bucks to experiment with BRS 
Prototype 


A NEW TYPE of brick which, it is claimed, 
is likely to play an important part in the 
future of the building industry is to be tried 
out in Buckinghamshire. 

Reporting on this the county works com- 
mittee says that the Building Research Sta- 
tion at Watford have for some time been 
investigating the possibility of developing 
a large cellular clay brick, which will be 
capable of carrying heavy loads and at the 
same time have better thermal insulation 
values and damp-resisting qualities than the 
normal eleven-inch cavity wall. 

The station have now produced a proto- 
type die for making a brick measuring 9 in. 
by 9 in. by 3 in., and a production run has 
been arranged. 

The committee have undertaken to 
co-operate by using the bricks on two care- 
takers’ houses at Wolverton, and on a minor 
works project in next year’s building pro- 
gramme. 

The contractors for the caretakers’ houses 
are prepared to help in the experiment, at 
no extra cost to the council, because they are 
keen to obtain experience with the brick. 

“The committee believe this new brick is 
likely to play an important part in the future 
of the building industry,’ said the chairman.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 





From Our Own Correspondents 

CANADA.—A $5-m. shopping and office 
centre will be started next spring at Port 
Alberni, on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island. This project is under the direction 
of Warner Holdings Ltd., of Calgary, 
Alberta, and Vancouver, BC...A %$4m. 
extension to the Federal Government office 
building, on St. Clair-avenue East, Toronto, 
is to be started immediately. Completion is 
set for April, 1960, and the contractor is 
Louis Donolo Ontario Limited. . . The 
Alaska-Yukon Refiners and Distributors 
Limited, a Canadian company with head- 
quarters at Edmonton, Alberta, will establish 
a $1m. refinery at Haines Junction in the 
Yukon Territory. Engineering design and 
construction of the project will be carried out 
by Fluor Corporation of Canada, the 
Toronto engineering firm. 

CHINA.—One of the biggest projects in 
China at present is the Chingtung Gorge 
multi-purpose project which will involve the 
construction of a 560-metre-long dam. 
Power generating capacity will be ultimately 
260,000 kilowatts. ... A 132-kilometre canal 
is to be built on the Leichow Peninsula in 
Kwangtung Province to provide for the irri- 
gation of 146,000 hectares of arid land.... 
Survey of the rout of the projected canal to 
link up the Yangtse and Yellow Rivers has 
been completed. It will run from the 
Tankiangkow reservoir on the Han River, 
the Yangtse’s biggest tributary, to the Yel- 
low River at Chengchow. Four possible 
routes have been studied for a second canal 
to link these two rivers....A new 391- 
kilometer road has been opened on the 
Sikang-Tibet plateau linking Tungolo on the 
existing Sikang-Tibet highway with Patang 
on the edge of the Tibetan plateau....A 
committee has been set up to plan the con- 
struction of the new bridge across the 
Yangtse at Nanking. Construction is to 
begin next year. A new railway and road 
bridge across the Pearl River at Canton is to 
be built. It will be 735 metres long and is 
due to be completed by the end of next 
year..., A large reconstruction programme 
is underway in the centre of Peking. The 
square outside the main gate of the For- 
bidden City is to be enlarged still further 
and a large theatre and cinemas are to be 
built....A thermo-power station is to be 
built at Huangtai in the Eastern suburbs of 
Tsinan, Shantung Province. When com- 
pleted in 1962 it will have a capacity of 
1.2m. kilowatts. Two other power stations 
of over Im. kilowatts are planned to begin 
construction during the second five-year- 
plan in Shantung province. They are the 
Chiashan power station and the Tsining 
power station. 

HONDURAS.—New health centres are 
planned in some provincial towns, There 
is to be a reappraisal of the health services 
which should result in the construction of 
new hospitals and clinics....The Lake 
Yojoa-Rio Lindo hydro-electric scheme, 
whose planning has been in progress for 
some years, is now in abeyance.

Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners, have been 
commissioned to survey and design a new 
harbour on the future Lake Kariba, The 
harbour is to be built on the north shore 
of the lake which will take four years to fill.

INCREASED GROUP PROFIT 
MR. A. E. PARKINSON’S STATEMENT 


The twenty-first annual ordinary general meeting of 
Sir Lindsay Parkinson & Co., Ltd., was held on December 4 
at the Piccadilly Hotel, London, W.1. 

The following is an extract from the circulated statement 
of Mr. A. E. Parkinson, Chairman. 


Accounts 


The Group Profit for 1957 applicable to the Members 
of the Parent Company before Taxation amounts to 
£218,428 as compared with £210,144 for 1956. Taxation, 
including a provision of £2,608 for earlier years, amounts 
to £121,798 against the charge of £89,527 for 1956. The 
charge for 1956 was reduced by a credit of £14,024 in 
respect of provision for earlier years no longer required. 
The Group Profit and Loss Account Balance carried forward 
amounts to £304,235 compared with £247,561 brought in. 
The Consolidated Balance Sheet shows a surplus of Current 
Assets over Current Liabilities and Provisions amounting 
to £325,851 compared with £472,058 last year. 


Contracts 


Home: Our work again included a wide variety of Build- 
ing and Civil Engineering contracts and our production of 
Opencast Coal continued at a high level. 

Australia: As I indicated last year, the policy in relation 
to our activities in this country has received special attention. 
As a result it has been decided to curtail our operations 
there, for the time being. 

Canada: Our Montreal Subsidiary continues to operate 
satisfactorily. 

Cyprus: Work on the contracts in the Island has now 
been largely completed, and great credit is due to our staff 
and our sub-contractors for all that has been achieved under 
the very difficult emergency conditions. 

British Guiana: This contract has proceeded satisfactorily 
and will be completed early in 1959. 

Ghana: Since my last statement considerable progress 
has been made on the Tema Harbour contract, which is 
being carried out by Parkinson Howard Ltd. As you will 
have seen from the notes upon the Accounts, although 
interim figures show a loss your Directors consider that 
our investment in this associated Company should be worth 
not less than its par value, upon completion of the con- 
tract. On a contract of this magnitude it is difficult to 
assess the eventual financial outcome, although more than 
half the work has been completed. It now seems probable 
that the final value of the contract will be very considerably 
in excess of the original figure of some £8,000,000. 


Dividends 


The Board has decided to maintain last year’s increased 
dividend on the Ordinary Stock, and a final dividend of 
124 per cent., less tax, making a total for the year of 15 per 
cent., less tax, is therefore recommended. 


Conclusion 


Although competition was keener our turnover last year 
did not suffer greatly from the credit restrictions, and I 
feel that any expansion in Government spending, to meet 
unemployment or otherwise, will increase the amount of 
work available to the Construction Industry. At the present 
time the value of the work in hand in the Group is of the 
order of £18 million. Once again it is my pleasure to 
express appreciation on behalf of myself and the Members 
to my colleagues on the Board and to all our employees 
throughout the Group for their loyal and efficient service 
during the past year.

The development of nuclear 
energy for generating electricity 
is still front-page news. Less 
publicised, though no less out- 
standing, are new developments 
in “‘ conventional” generating 
plant.
